Of the Jrily Hobbie, M 
Tes Iriſh Hobbie is a — fine oꝛſe, hauing a god bead, 
and a body indifferentlie well pzopo:tioned, ſauing that ma 
— — * Ke 
e, lig t, and apt foz the part 
they be amblers, and therefoze verie met nem 
naile by the waie;pea and the Jriſh men both wich darts and with 
light ſpeares,do vſe to ſhirmiſh wich them in the field. And many 
of them do pzoue to that vle ver well,by means thep be ſotlght 
and ſwiſt, notwithſtanding J take them tobe 5 
to keep,and allo to be ſome chat ſkittiſh and partly per 
haps by namen partic fg lacke of god bxeaking at the ü 
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haue a bzeedof great trotting 8 the warre, and to 
ſcrue in the fleld. Dome other againe would haue a bzed of am- 
bling Ho2ſes of a meane ature ic to iournie and to tranalle by 
the ware. Some perhaps would haue agatne a race of ſwiſt run⸗ 
ners to runne fo; wagers, oꝛ to gallop the Bucke , o2 to ſerue 
oz ſuch like exerciſes of pleaſure , But the plaine countrieman 
woulo perchance haue a bz&d onely fo2 dꝛaught oz burthen. And 
firſt you ſhall vnder ſtand that generally thoſe ho:ſes and mares 
will thzine bel in this Realme, that be bzed vnder a climate be: 
ing of the like temperature that this our clime is, 02 at che 
leaſt not much differing from the ſame . Wherefoze naturally 
me thinkes the Turke, the Jennet of Spaine, the Barbarian and 
the Sardinian, being bzedde in farre hotter countries than this is, 
ſhould not be able to indure the colde of this countrep;noz to like 
heere ſo well as there, from thence they tome. Foz though J 
haue ſcene them to bꝛed here, and their ofſpꝛing to groe to a 
perfect ſtature, and to bee like in ſhape to their ſiers and dames. 
pet foꝛ the moſt part they bee but neaſh and tender, nd do require 
moꝛe at and fine keeping than others doe. And yet 1 
will not denie, but chat incontinnance of time their nature may 
be altered, and ſuch tenderneſſe map weare awaie wellinongh, 
and ſpectallie thoſe that come out of Jflande, ſooner than the o- 
thers, becauſe they are moe able to endure both heat and colde, 
and their nature doeth agree the better withthis Country being 
alſo an Jdande. The Neapolitan although he be bꝛed vnder a hot- 
terclimat than ours is, pet that. region is verie temperate of it 
ſeife: and therewith ſo fruitfull, as it is called the Garden 02 pa- 
radiſe of Italie, and the chere bzedde, be of ſo ſtrong and: 
bealthfull complexion, as not quaile nhþereſoener they 
goe: and that they pzoſper ſo well here in this lande as in anie a⸗ 
ther fozrein countrep,and not only the Qua nes Palefies race 
butal@ other mens races, and ſpeciallie fir Nicholas Armoldes. 
Race doth wel teſtille, from hence J haue ſene ſo faire Coltes 
tocome, and to pꝛoue ſo well in their doings, as ener I ſawe in 
the realme of Naples, uhoe fo; his induſtrie and diligence ſhew- 
ed in chat behalte, as hee is wozthie tobe much commended and 
pzaiſed, © A withe that all Gentlemen, hauing abilitie , * 


_ 
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do the like: ſo ſhould they neicher lacke god hozſes to ſerne ſbeir 
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Countrey in time of neede, no2 pet te ſerue themleſnes in their 
owne affaires. Row as touching the reft of the races befoze men 
tioned, as the Hungarian, the high Almaine, the Flanders hozſe, 
the Friezeland hoſe, and the Iriſhe Hobbie : dailie experiencs 
teacheth, that they do pzoue very well heere, becauſe either they 
come ont of colder countries then this is, 02 at the leaſt not out: 
muchhotter,and ſome of them dopzone better here then at home, 
and ſpeciallie ſuch as come from ſow2e grafſe and wet grounds, 
all the Flanders hozſes and mares, both which dos war heere to be 
finer limmed, cleaner made, and ther with lighter and moze nim- 
ble than thep bee at home. Butnow to ant were the diuerſe in 
tentes of the bz&eders, J woulde wiſh him that ſ@keth to haue a 


kate ot god hozſes, meete to lexus in the field, to get a Napolitan 


Stallion if it bee poſſible, if not, let him take the bigh Almaine, 
the the Flanders, 02 the Frizcland Hoꝛſe, ſo that he beg 
of a connenient ſtature, well pzopoztioned, and meete c the 


clared hereafter in his place, and let thoſe mares that ſhall be put 


to luch Nallions bee ol an highe ſtature, tronglie made, large 


andfaire, m hauing a trotting pace, as the mares of 
end ſome of our owne mares be: fo; it is not meete fo2 diuers res 
ä — — — hey Arne 
J would wilh his allion eicher to bee a faire Jennet of Spaine, 
dz at the leaſt a baſtarve Jermet, oz elſe a faire Iriſhe 

Hobbte, and the Pare to be alto either a baffard Jennet, bzedve 
deere within this realme, having an ambling pace, oz elſe ſome 
other of our ambling mares, ſo that ſhe be fatre md well p;zopoz- 
tioned, And if any man deſire to haue ſwift runners, let him 
coole a Hozſe of Barbaric, m a Turke to be his ſtallion, and let 
the mares vhich he ſhall put vnto him, be like of ſtature and ma» 
king vnto him  nighe as may be, foz moſt commoniie ſuch fire 
and Damme, ſuch Colt. And ſiche all Wiziters doe fo muche 
pꝛaile the Yozſe of Barbar ie, not onelte fo2 his ſwiftneſe in run 
ning, but alſo fo; his hardnefle, in that hee needeth (mall atten- 
dance and keoping, and will not ſurtet vpon euerp litile I weate 
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purpole. What things are requiſite in a ſtallion, ſhall bee de- 
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| in general, as to ſeruediuers particular,

ding, A ſhall not nede therefoze nowe totronble pon wich many 
woꝛds, but onlte to make as it were a bziefe recitall of the ſame. 
Df all colours then theſe be the bell che bzowne Bay, the 
Gray, the bzight Bap, che Rone, the nhiteLtard, che pure 
with a tthite farre in his fzehead. And in any wiſe let the Stal- 
lion be all of one colour, and that very cleare and bztght,and not 
pied oz of diuers colours, albeit to haue ſome vhite o; blacke 
marke in plate conuentent,ts very beautifull, as to haue a vhite 
Tarte in his fe head, outermoſ parts of his bodie black, 
tippes of his eares, his maine, oꝛ his taile, d elle ſome of 
his fete to be ſchite, accoꝛding as his colour doth moſt pꝛoperlie 


require , of tchich things we haue talked at large in the Boke of 


riding. Nowe as touching his ſhape tt woulde be in this ſoꝛt, let 
bim haue a ſhozt and lender hed a wide mouth x wide noſtriles, 
lender tawes,great eies am blacke, bolting out warde, and not 
hollowe inward, hott eares + ſharp pointed like a moule, a neck

bead, whereof woulde be riſing middes, and 
therewithnelther to thicke no too thin, hauing a criſpe _ 
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and hanging natur allie on the right ſide, a bzode baeaſt, and full 
of appat ant muſcles,o2 bzawnes of fleſh,alſobzoade ſhoulders,a 
large bulke and gant bellie, a treight and ſharp pointed withers, 
a ſhoꝛt and plaine backe, great round buttockes, a long and bu⸗ 
chie taile, a yardand ſtones of mean alliſe, one tone not hangii.g 
fider than another,but truſſed vp round together,large thighes, 
and long hanches behinde, ſtrong legs and great ioints, as well 
befqze as behind, ſhoꝛt paſternes, wich long fewterlockes, allo 
round, [moth, blacke, barde, hollow and ſounding bones : and 
finallte, let his thole bodie togither , haue roundneſſe accozding 
to his length,ad be in all points ſo well pzopoztioned,as he map 
ſeme both high of ature, irong of limme, and alſo liuelie to 
the eie. Thus much ol his ſhape, am now ot hisgodneſſe . His 
godneſſe may be partlie nat ur all, and partlie artiſiciall, neicher 
of tchich can be doughlie knowne but by his doinges. His na⸗ 
turall godneſle chieflie conſiſtech in his bealtbfulneſCe of bodie, 
inaboundance of god ſe, in his frength, agilitie,ſwiftneſe, 
gad diſpoſition, and aptnelſe to be taught: yea, and in his pace, 
galloping, running, bearing of his head and eares, all which 
thinges may be alſo much holpen by art. But to reine well, to 
beare his bead ſteddilie, to be readie of turne, and light of top, 
to handle his fete oꝛder lie, to kepehis ground, and to obeie 
riders will at all aſſales : pzoceedeth rather of Art than of Na: 
ture, tþich artificial godneſle, vhether he hach oz not the bwke 
of riding doch plainelie teach you howe to fudge. Albeit foz a 
Stallion kbichſhould chiefite ſerus tocouer mares, ſuch artificial 
godneſfle is not ſo materiall as the naturall god thinges befoze 
mentioned, among# the vþich there is one chtefe point, and yet 
cannot perfectlie be knowne, vnleſſe pou might ſ him to couer 
a mare, and that is to wete , uhether his ſcede begodo2 not, 
iiþic< at that time may verie well be knowne in this ſozt. Cake 
of it betwirt pour chumbe and pour finger, o in a locke of wall, 
and if in your feeling and towſing of the wall it ſeemeth to bes 
firme, faſt and flimie, it is god: but if it be ouer liquid oꝛ wate- 
rich, tt is naught : ond if the Hane be flow in conering,o; doth it 
not wich a liuelte ſpirit t courage, oz hath but one ſtone, o great 
wartsgrowing an his done. q havenaturally anp thite (peck 
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in anie of his eien, hee is not meete to bee a Stallion: fo all the 
Coltes wat he ſhall beget will haue the like defeas.Wherfoze ſo 
nigh as poucan let pour Stallion be without all faults. Now as 
touching the age of the Stallion, although moſt men in theſe our 
daies make no matter thereof,becauſe he may get foles vntil he 
be rx.02rrx. yeeresold : pea and ſo long as he liuech, ſo that be be 
bolpen;and therfoze in moft places of this Realme,they appoint 
no hoꝛſes to that vſe, but ſuch as be verie olde, and therwith per 
haps both lame e blind. Yet the men in the old time made a great 
matter therof, and allowed no ſtallion to be verie god but from 
v. peares to xiiſi. affirming that as one perfe thing doch being 
tech another perfce ; ſo that ubich is vnperfec bzingeth fozth his 
like. And as a is accounted bnperfec,vntiil ye be b. peeres 
olde, foz that his iointes bete that time be not thzoughlte unit, 
neither is he growne to his full ffrength: ſo that at rittl. yers be 
beginneth againe to ware vnperfec, becauſe that nature in him 
by that time is ſoʒe decaied, inſomuch as decrepite age and death 
it ſelfe by nature, doeth then ſhoꝛtlie followe after. Albett J will 
not denie, but that god keeping and a ffrong complexion may 
tauſe one hoꝛſe to continue in luſt and courage much longer than 
anocher. Fo2 Albertus wziteththat bee knew a ſouldiour, ubich 
ſerued in the field on ahozſe that was 70. peres old, and yet was 
accounted an able hozſe, Niphus alſo ſaiech that the @mperoz 
Ferdinandus the firſt, hadde in his ſtable a Þozſe that was 7 o. 


peeares old. And J my ſelfe haue ſcene Stallions (hat haue been 
kr. peeres old and aboue, chat haue gotten verie faire colts to the 


eie. And pet J belenenot like in perfection to thoſe that the ſame 
ſtallion might haue gotten in his moze luſtie age : foz the Colts 
of olde Stallions fo the moſt part, be dull and owe, and haue 
tender hofes, and ate moze ſabiec to diſeaſes and ſurfeites than 
others. Wherefoze J woulde wiſhe all you that woulde haue a 
perfect race, not to admit anie hoꝛſe to be pour Stallion, chat is, 
as I ſaid befo2e, vn der v. oz much aboue xitii. vnleſſe he be veris 
luftie and ffrong, and therewt th be verie haile of bodie and lim. 
And vhſleft J talke heere of the hoſes age, it is mote that A 
ſhewe pou alſo how to know the fame. Some ſteke to knowe a 


hoꝛſes age in his lozt,theppult his ſkinne with — 
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his lech, holding it ſo a pꝛetie vile togither and then let it goe a- 
gaine, marking uhether the ſkinne returneth imme diat lie to his 
place oʒ not, without leaning any ſigne oz winkle tbere it was 
touched, foz then they iudge the hoꝛſe to be pong. But if the ſkin 
will not fall downe quicklie again of his one accond, wey take 
him to be old, and to lacke that natur all heate and warme blond 
ubich ſhould nouriſh his dutwarde parts. But mot men vſe to 
iudge a Hozſes age by his teeth, taking that to bee the moſte cer. 
tame maie of knowledge, ſpectallie vntill he be full ſeuen pcars 
old and vpward: foz euerie hozſe ichen he is two peares old, doth 
cat his two fozmer teeth, aſwell aboue as beneath : and-eueris; 
yeare after vntill he be ſix peares olde, he faileth not to taſt other 
two in like maner. Then in the ſixt peare, thoſe which he firſt caſt 
be cloſed, but in the ſeuenth peare all his teeth be fullie cloſed ; ſo 
as the marke goethcieane out, whereby a man ſhould iudge his 
age. Notwithſtanding after the hozſe beginneth to enter into 
old age his temples will wax hollow, and the haire of his bꝛolues 
hoze and ſchite, his teeth alſo will bee greater and thicker in ſub- 
fance, fowler in colour, and one ſtanding farther ont oz higher 
than another, thich.they da nat ſo long as the ho:ſets pong, but 
ffandenen andround togither.Ahus much ol the Stallion. Now | 
let vs ſpeake ſome chat of the Pare, uhich would be alſo god in 
ber doings, beautifull and pong. Foz as Abſirtus ſaith, the mare 
that ſhould be fo; bzeede would be of acomelie ſtature, and bꝛoad 
let, as wel behinde as befoze, and well knit togither, haning a 
fender head and a large bodie, ſo as ſhee map be ſightlie to the 
eie, and not to be lefſe than thzee peares olde noꝛ much moze than 
ten. Hotwichſtanding, ſome wꝛite that it maketh no matter 
thongh the be touered and do conceive tmmedtatly after that ſhe: 
be two peares old and bpward, ſo that the be full the peares old 
at hir foling, Foz the female kinde in all beafts, as they be col 
der of nature, ſo they come ſdoner tu their perfection than the 
Pale kind, and ltkewiſe decate ſoner: vherefo:e ſome hold opt» 
nion, chat their foling after ten pers ot age is vap2ofitable,aftir- 
ming ach colts to be naturally dul nd doo, albeit J haue ſcene. 
ares of rx. peare olde and abone, chat haue bzought fozth verie 
faire and linelie colts to the rie: pea Ariſtotle W 
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derie combꝛous to kep,yea | 
nelle deffrop the foles in their bellies,nefther can pou bing them 


weane them, withonbgre 
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beare foles al bir life long. And allo that the doch line longer 
than a hallt tho as he ſaith, map ine vntill he be rxxtti. bat the 
Pare map liue till thee be xl, Aﬀfirming hir to be inclined to the 
act of generation as much as any beaſtituing. Notwithſtanding 
I would wich you to kæpe fo; bꝛeed no Pare that is much aboue

c Fter that we haue taught youhow to chuſe boch Stal- 
uon e Pare meet koz bꝛerd, it is requiſite that we ſhew 
\Jvou now in that time of the year it is beſt to put them 
e togitber that they may ingender, e hat onder is to be 
obſerned therin.Polk wziters do affirme that the beſt time is the 
ſpzing,o2 as Palladius ſaith,frem the 22. of March, vntill the rrii. 
of June. Becauſe the mare going a full peare,oz at the leaſt 17. 
monethes and ten dates, ſhall by this meanes fole in ſuch time of 
the yeare as graſſe is moſt plentifull , whereby ſhe ſhall haue the 
moze aboundance of milke to feed hir fole, and the aire ſhall be ſo 
temperate,as the fole ſhal neither be parched wich the hot ſunne, 
no2 pinched with cold weather. But fozaſmuch as our mares foz 
the moſt part hecre in Englante, goe not wich fole aboue eleuen 
monethes,and allo foz that thecolpneſle of the countrie * not 
2056 er 
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 ſoffer the graſſe toſpzing and grote ſo ſone here as in Italie, o: 
ſuch like hot countries, J would not wiſh che mares to be coue, 
red befoze the beginning of Paie, ſo ſhall the foles fall in Apzill, 
befo1e nhich moneth there groweth but little graſſe. Againe,the 
mares of themſelues befo:e Pate will haue but little luſte to the 
bo2ſe,fo fault of full bitte and warme weather, which ſhoulde in⸗ 
gender luſt. And pet as J ſaid befoze accoꝛding to Ariſtoile, there 
is no kind of beaſt moꝛe inclined to that ace than the Yozſe and 
mare,inſomuch as if they may not be ſuffered to ingender vhen 
luſt pꝛouokes them, they wil run mad. At is eaſte toknow then 
they luſt,by their inoꝛdmat running and flinging here and there 
and that as ſome wꝛite, not toward the Eaſt dꝛ Meſt, but mot 
commonlie toward the ſouth oꝛ No2th, ſetting the taile bolt vp- 
right. Againe,one mare will woe anocher, and they will piſſe of - 
ten. che time then of the yeare merte fo2 gener ation being come, 
it is requiſit chat theſe two beaſbs be put togither, uhich you map 
do diuerſe maner of wates. The firſt and beſt waie,and ſpectallie 
foz him that hach manie mares and ſtallions, is to put eneryone 
of his Stallions by himſelte (being befoze reſted and well fed foz 
he pur pole ) into a ſeuer all paſture full of graſſe, and weltfenced 
with high pale 02 ratle, as I ſaide befoze in the ſirit chapter, in 
ſchich paſtures woulde be eicher ſome god ſhade and ſhelter, to 
defend them from the ſunne and raine, oz elſe ſome houſe oꝛ ho⸗ 
uell made of purpoſe, ans ſo to let them tun chere from the begin 
ning ol Paie, vntil the middeſt ol June during uhich time, yon 
map turne into euerie ont ot᷑ thoſe ſtallions ſo many mares as 
he is well able to couer, tihich abilitte is to bee meaſuren by his 
pouth, ffrength, and luſtineſſe. Foz if he be yoong ann luſtie he 
may couer ix. 02 x. mares very wel, and if he be old and feble, he 
bad nede to couer the fewer: ſeꝛ to couer many is a great feeblt- 
ting to the hozſe, albeit in Italie, to a ydung hozſe they wil not 
let to appoint xii. oꝛxv. ares. And Ariſtotle faith, that a hoꝛſe 

mapcouer xrr; mares in one peare. Alſo Herodotus wʒiteſb, chat 
che ing of Babilon, hauing (beũdes his Hoſes of ſeruite) eight 
hund:eth Stallions, did appoint euerie peare vnto thoſe Stalli⸗ 
ons ſirtene thouſande mares, ſo that euerie ſfallſon had o his 


fingle ſhare twenty mares. Yea and

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ſome let not to tote, chat in 
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Syria, there was ſometime a race of xxx. thouſand mares, to ubom 
were appointed but thzee hundzed Stallions: ſo that euerp hoꝛſe 
had to couer an hundzed mares, Whereby it ſeemeth, that hoze 
ſes in time paſt haue bene of a farre fironger nature than they 
be now in theſe our dates. But in any wiſe, vhen pe let the ſtalli⸗ 
on and ſhe mares thus run togicher, haue alwaies a god eie to 
the fence that it be ſtrong & ſure,fo2 feare chat none of pour own 
ſtallions o2 ſtrange hozſes bzeake in, to diſturbe any of them: foz 
they will fight togither in ſuch time moſt cruelly, Neither is ther 
amp beaſt moꝛe gellious of his mate, than the Bozſe is of his 
wiues (if it be lawfull ſo to tearme them) inſomuch as hee will 
not ſuffer them to fe&de aut of his ſight,no; to ſtrap one from.an- 
other,but will kepe them alwaies togither, and nigh vntohim- 
ſelle, abich running and keeping togither, bꝛerdes ſuch a mutnall 
lone be twixt them, as thereby they are on both ſides the moze in⸗ 
clined to gener at ion. And the mares by this meanes doe moꝛe 
natur allie, moꝛe ſperdilie, and alſo moꝛe eaſilie conteiue, than if 
they ſhould be ſerned out of a able:foz there many times, ot ten

chat be ſerued, fine doe not take : of vþich kindof ſeruing J wil 


ſpeake in the nert chapter following. Rotwithtanding, ſo lone 


 asthe mares haue all conceined, which pou ſhall know by ſuche 


meanes as ſhall be ſhewed you hereafter, J would withe pou to 
remoue the ſtallions from them, and not to ſuffer them torunne 
with the mares all the peare as ſome doe, fo: that is not god, foz 
two conſiderations, Foz firff yon ſhuld loſe the vſe of pour hozle 
ubich being after couering time ſomevhat reſted, and well meas 
ted, may ſerue pou in pour other affaires : ſetondlie, it will bee 

dangerous fo2 the mares that hee with fole : foi Ariſtotle 
ſateth,there be tha kindes of beaſts moze letcherous than all o- 
chers: that is to ſate, the Pare, the Howe, and the thirds J dare 
not name fo? feare of offending : fo2 thereas aſl other beaſtes 
ben they be with pong will abſtaine from the ac of gener ation. 
theſe che kinds (as he ſaith) doe not refuſe it euen in that time. 
And though. the mares doe refuſe it, as moſt commonlie they 
will, ubatſoeuer Ariflotle ſaith, yet the hozſe perhaps then pꝛo⸗ 
nender pzicketh him will fozce them, and perchance by ſtrining 
with che m, make them to caſt their tales : nherefqze Jcan was 
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wiſe conſent that they ſhould run all the peare togither,butonly 
vntill ſuch times as the mares haus conceiued. Thus much foz 
great races, tthereas bee many mares and ſtallions: foz thoſe 
that kepe but one ſtallion and a fewe mares, doe like better to 
haue their mares ſeuerallie ſerned one after another, then to run 
altogither with che ſfallion, affirming that by this meanes the 
Stallion ſhall not beat himſelfe ſo much, noz i moꝛe ſecede 
vpon one mare then vpon another: and fo2 this purpoſe a verie 
mall poꝛtion of ground might ſerne to keep the ſfallſon, ſo that 
tt be a batling ground full of graſſe and well fenced with bigbe 
pale 02 raile, as ſome large Dzc<ard 02 Pondparde, nighe vnto

The peece of grounde tchich A liked ſo well at 
this Gentlemans houſe,was a Pond-parde, enuironed rounde 
about with a high and ſtrong pale, and alſo with a verie chicke 
quickſet without the pale, che quantity of vhichground, the ponds 
deducted, is ſcant th2ee acres, but the qualitie and godneſſe there-

and in all his doings, from the beginning to the ending, to reine 
well, t to beare his head ſteddilie. All nhich things are alſo com⸗ 
mon to the ſirer, but chen it is requiſite to the Stirer beſide all 
ſhis, to learne to bound alot wich al four, and to parke wichall, to 
gallop the gallop galliard, to fetch the capziole, to do the coꝛuetti, 
and ſuch like kind of ſaltes. But pet this ſuſlicech not, vnleſſe 1 
might alſo knowe the nigheſt meanes fo; a hoꝛſe to attaine to 
theſe feates, and vhat oꝛder was therein to bee obſerued, which 
vhileſt J ſought, beholde the Riders office vholelie diſcouered, 
thereby J might well perceſue that bnles the Rider were firff 
inſtructed in all thoſe thinges that appertained vnto his office, 
be hozfecoulde neuer be well bzoken. Wherefoze minding to 
tompꝛehend all things in thz& bokes, I thought it moſt meet fo 
begin with the Rider, in teaching him firſt how to knowe a god 
Dozſe,and apt to be by his colour and markes, as 
ſhape, to the intent he beſtow not his labo2 vpon a Jade 02 Role: 
then how to tame him, and to make him ſo gentle as he map ſuf- 
fer to be ridden: after that, howe to ſit him, and to behaue him- 
felle in that point like a hoꝛſeman. Then J pꝛoceeded further, de⸗ 
claring the te chiefe pointes, therein the perfection of a hoꝛſe⸗ 
man conſiſteth :that is to ſate, in knowing how fo helpe, to coꝛ⸗ 
rect, md to cheriſhe his hozſe, and with that inffrumentes and 
generallte how and then to vſe chem, and ſo J end the firſt boke: 
that done, J come to the hozſes leſſons which he hath to learne foz. 
bis part,declaring what oꝛder is to be kept therein: to ahichſo- 
ener of theſe two ends befozeſaid he be bzoken. And to euery lel⸗ 
ſon J foine ſuch helps and cozrectons, as are meet to be vſed foz 
red:efſe of ſuch faultes, as moſt commonly chante cherein: ichich 
kaults foz the moſt part 3 call errours, making a diſtindion be-

that this aſſured knowledge, vbichbe had gotten with great la- 
bour and continnall exerciſing himſelfe in riding, the ſpace of xl.

as pour hoꝛſe hath made his turne, to holde it againe with the

Now, as touching the vlage of pour rod in helping 2 cozrecting 
pour hozle (fv; the waie of cheriſhing him therewith, is befoze 


taught) becauſe I cannot, as I haue heretoſme ſaide, teach you 
the particularities thereof, vntill A come to the hoſes leſſons ; 
let it ſuffice pou therefo2e in the meane time, to learne thoſe ge⸗ 
nerall rules here fallowing. Firſt, if pour hozſe will not turne 


on anie fide that you would haue him, then beate 
rod onthe contraxia ſide, W

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to turne on the right ſive, then beat him on the left ſhoulder : and 
it pou would haue him to turne on the left ſide , then ſtrike him 
on the right ſhoulder. Likewiſe, if he be harder oꝛ heauier, oꝛ goe 
moꝛe diſoꝛderlie on the one ſide than on the other, beare pour rod 
lz the moſt part on that ſide, to the inteut the ſight thereof may 
put him in remembꝛante of his fault. Againe, then pou would 
haue him light befoꝛe ſtrike him on the fozeparts,as on his ſhoul 
ders, and fozclegs, and uben pon would haue him light behinde, 
ftrike him on the flankes,rumpe,and hanches, In that time and 
bow much, ſhall be taught pou hereafter. 


Of the Baidle and Reines. Chap x. 
8 Riſoncompareth the Bꝛidle vnto the ſterne of a ſhip, fo; 


as the ſhip is uholic guided by the fterne , ſo the Hozſes 
head is onlie ruled by the bꝛidle, and therefqe this is an 

inſtrument vhich requireth mante conſiderations, not 
onelie fo the diuers faſhions of bits,togither with the members 
thereof,as the cherkes, Kurbles, Po2ts,Trencheg,and ſach like, 
meete to ſerue diners mouthes x to co2rect diners vices, as here 
after ſhall be declared in the third boke at large,and ſet ont with 
figures: but alſo fo the knowing how and then to vie the ſame, 
Foz it is the Riders part, firſt to knowe vhen to ride his Þo:ſe 
with a bit, chen that maner of bit, and how to vſe the ſame at the 
firſt putting of it into the hoꝛſes month, and in ubat part of his 
mouth the bit hath to reſt. Then howe to holde the Reines, uhen 
euen togither, and then one ſhoꝛter than another, and that mea · 
ſure he ſhall kepe with his hande, in bearing hard oz looſe, high 

o2 lowe, when ta vſc falſe Reines, and ichen to leaue them, vhen 


and how toco2rect him with the bꝛidle, and uhen to helpe him: of 


all Po thinges J heere intend to ſpeake bziefiie, and ſo plainlie 
+ Firft therefo2e,vhen pour hozſe tan trot tleane, and kerpe the 
ring: yea, nd ſtop and turne indifferentlie well on both handes: 
then take a plane Canon wich right cheekes, fuch a one as bath 
bin ſomuat wozne befize, and put it on with che headſtall over 
bis heditrain oꝛ muſroll, making him with the reines thereof vy 
. 

n 
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his nethergummes a little abone his great tech oꝛ tuſhes, uhich 
is che due reſting place thereof, And if the bit were firſt anno, 
ted with a little honte and ſalt, it would make him the moze to de 
light in it, and to be alwaies champing thereon, and to ſtay bis 
mouth vpon it the moze temperatlie. Foz if his mouth be diſfem- 
pered at the begining, it is not afterward ſo eaſilie holpen, uhich 
thing is little conſidered of our engliſh hozſemen, that vſe to ride 
their pong Poꝛſes euen at the url, with ſo rough a bꝛake oꝛ bit 
as may be gotten, which is one of the chiefeſt cauſes aby we haue 
ſo mante headſtrong Jades. Now as touching the holding of the 
reanes,you muſt hold them in pour left hand, ſo as pour litle fin- 
ger, and ring finger may bee betwixt the two reanes, and that 
pour thumbe map lie cloſe vppon the reanes, with the bzawne 
thereof turned towards the pummell of pour ſaddle ; and if you 
haue no rod uhen pou manege bim-o2 runne him, then pon ſhal 
take the ouerplus of the reanes that hangeth downe, vy the midſt 
in pour right hand, holding the ſame hard by your right thigb, and 
the moꝛe that pou turne the nether end ol pour left fiſt inward, 
and the vpper end out ward, the moze pou ſhall bzing in pour hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes head, but therein pou mull vſe diſcretion, accoꝛding as occa- 
ſion ſhall ſerue . And indede to fate truth, chat point appertef- 
neth not ſo much to the holding of the reanes,as to the bearing ol 
pour bꝛidle hand, thereof there be thz& maner of waies.The firſt 
is, to beare it low, beneath the pummell of the ſaddle, euen vpon 
the withers, and that is to cozrec him. The ſecond is, to beare it 
 Comevhat higher about the middle of the pummell, and chat is to 

maintaine him. Me third is, to beare it vpon the vppermoſt edge 
of che pummell, and neuer much higher, and that is to be vſed ons 
lie vhen you would manege him oꝛ make him to doe ante thing, 
Foꝛ to beare the bzidle hand oner high, as the vnſkilfull Numidi- 
ans in Affrike vſe to do, is diſalowed fo2 diuers reſpeas. Firſt. o 
that it wearieth the arme: ſecondlie, if need were, yon could not 
haue ſo much power to ſtop pour Yozſe ichen pon would. Thirds 
lie, being in the flelde again pour enemte, the bearing of pour 
hand fo high, would be a trouble vnto pour defence, 4 acommo- 
dity toy our enimy,fo2 that he might eaſily cut pour reins in ſun 
der. Finallie yon can haue no my vpon pour hoꝛſe _

time togicher, thereby pour hozſe ſhall neuer reane well, no2 pet

haue a ſteddie hed. Foz vho ſo will haue his hoꝛſe to beare his bed 


ſteddilie and to reane well, let him beare his hand rather low chan 
bigb,ſo ſhall be be able to keep it al waies at one ſtap, uvich is one 


bl che chiefeſt points of hoꝛſemanſhip. Notwithſtanding, if your 


bozſe be any thing bedſtrong, then then you manege him, oꝛ o⸗ 
therwiſe handle him, beare not to ſtiſfe a hand, but rather ſoine- 
vhat light e temperat, foʒ the moze pou fozce him, the leſſe he will 
peeld : but if he hath no ſuch fault, then doe alwates as J told you 
befoze.Andremember alwais vhen you turn pour hoꝛſe, todzaw 
neither pour arme noꝛ hand moze of one ſide than of another, but 
to keep it euen with the hozſes creaſf,+ onely by turning pour lift 
alittle inward oz outward, to ſignifie vnto him on that hand pou 
would haue him to turne. And note, chat foꝛ a vhile,it ſhall not be 
amiſſe,vhen you ride pour bozſe, to let him weare his bꝛidle a his 


| beadſtrain oz muſrol, boch togicher, vntil he be fomubat acqua in 
ted wich the bꝛidle, foꝛ then you may take away his hedſtr ain, and

therefoze in the meane time let thele generall rules ſuffice po 
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as ſhall be hereafter declared vntopou at large: in the vhich ac⸗ 
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Ot the Caluesof the Legges, and ofthe heeles. Chap. xi. 
Pap well ſhewe pou how to cozrect oz helpe your Yozle, 
2 wich the calnes of your Legs, an wich pour Heles, and 
2 vhere to ſtrike him, togicher with che dinerſitie of the 

ſtrokes, and the namics thereof, and to ubatende euerie 
one ſerueth: but to tell pou exactlie in that time, and wich what 
meaſure, vntill I come to the hozles leſſons, cannot. But ot one 
thing J will adnertiſe pou in any wiſe at the firſf, not to be raſh, 
but to vſe ſuch temperance and moderation, as you ma cauſe 
your hoꝛſe by little and little to vnderſtand pour meaning, with» 
out any diſoꝛder o2 confuſion, And therefoze it were beſt dooing 
with htm vyile he learns his firſt leſſon, vhich is to tread the ring, 


coding as yon ſhal ſc occaſion,you ſhall help him,o2 coꝛrett him 
by ſtriking him ſomevhat behinde the fozmer girt, dbich is the 
right ſpurring place, either with the one calfe alone, o2 with both 
togither, with the one heele alone, oz with both euen togither, oz 
togither notenen,o2els wich one immediatlie after another, Foz 
ſo manie kindes of ſtrokes there be ſeruing ſometime to diners 
purpoſes, and therefoze haue diuers names accozdingly. Foz the 
firſt is called the ſingle ſtroke of the contrarie leg, her wich you 
muſt help him to turne on ſchich ſide you would haue him. As foz 
example, if yon would haue him to turne on the right hand, chen 
pou mult touch him with pour left legge:if on the left hand, then 
with pour right leg. And ltkewiſe then he hangeth moze on the 
one fide in his going, than on the other, oz be ſtiffer neckedof any 
ſide,o2 bearenot his head right, pou muſt cozrect him foz the mot 
part wich the ſingle ſfroke on the contrarie ſive. The ſecond is cal⸗ 
led the double ſtroke,o2 enen ſtroke, becauſe you muff ftrike him

(as fo) example on the righthand) then in his turning touch him 
with both legs togicher but not euen, that is to ſaie with the left 
leg in the true ſparring place, and with your right leg ſomenhat 
moꝛe behinde towards the hozſes flank, wich maner of ſtriking 
Griſoncalleth in his language Attondare. The fourth ſerueth on- 
lie as a coꝛreuion fo; ſundzp vices hereafter to be declared,x then 

pou muff ftrike pour Þoz2ſfe in the ſparring place thze& oꝛ foure 
times togither with one leg after another, ſo faſt as pour legges 
may watk,ubich kind of ſtrokes Griſon calleth Botti coriſponden 
ti, but in our tong , mee thinke it were not amiſle to call it the 
Bunching ſkroke, becauſe pour legs muſt goe like two bunching 
betles,o2 elſe the clinching froke, fetching a ſimilitude from the 
Botewzights,vhoſe hammers vhen they clinch the nails, doe an⸗ 
ſwer one another. In all which foure kindes of ſtrokes, if pou can 
learn to kp time t meaſure with pour legs Ehe&les, you ſhall be 
the better able to keepe time with pour ſpurres, hen pon come 
to ride pour hozle with ſpurres. Fo2 there is no other difference 
betwirt them, but that the ſtroke of the one touchech the quicke, 
and che other not: becanſe the one is blunt, and the other ſharpe. 


Of the Stirrup. Chap.xii, 
Hough the co2rection 02 belpe of the Stirrop be ſeldome 
vſed: pet it is a god helpe to a pong bozſe in the begin⸗ 
ning, vntill be be ſomevhat bzoken, Foꝛ if hecarieth his

Andfirft pou 
ſhall vnderſtande, that in olde time men were ſo ignozant, as 
they would neuer ſpnrre their hozſes, untill they were not onlie 
tatd of head, but alſo perfed in all ſuche oꝛders as were vſed in 
thoſe daies: ſo that though their hoꝛſes were ſixe 02 ſeuen peeres 
old, yet could no man aſſure himſelfe of their godnes. Foꝛ molk 
commonlie ien they came afterward to be ſpurred, eicher they 
waxed ſo ſtubboꝛne and ſo dinelliſh as they would not abide the 
Spur, but fall a leaping and ſlinging, and trieng of maſtertes to 
caſt their Riders: oʒ elſe they betame ſo reftife, and ſo dull there 
with, as they would abide it to well, and ſtand cuen till, not once 
moning foz it, and the moze they were ſpurred, the wazſe they 
would bee, And although that thoſe Riders had extraoꝛdinarp 
meanes to make ahozſe to abide the ſpurre, thether he woulde 
o not, as by fozcing him then they ſpurred him, toplunge into 
ſome great water oꝛ ſea, oꝛ to behang him with ſpurres made of 
| purpoſe to moleſt him, oꝛ elſe perhaps, as I haue ſcene ſome R(- 

ders do, to behang him with a paire of ſtuffed bots, oꝛ with ſand» 
bags, hauing ſpurresozpaickes to griene him uhilefs they chaſe 
bim to and fro. And fo to wearie dim that wait: pet they had no 
wates to make him knowe the helpe of: the ſpurre, and thereby 
to vnderſtande the Riders meaning, and all fo lacke'of knows 
ledge t godconflideration, Wey lackedknowledge, fo that they 
would neuer almoſt ſpurre their hoꝛſe, but vhen they ran him, (@ 
that the ſpurre ſerued them in a manner to none other purpoſe, 
Again they lacked conſideration, in chat they ſaffred their hoꝛſes 
to go ſo long befoze they ſpurred them · Fo2 they might wel think 
that it was not ſo eaſpto make a hozſe either to abide, oꝛ to know 
the ſpur when he is growne in age, ſfrength, and luſtie courage, 
as hen be is pong, ſimpie and fearcful,and apt to rule as a man 
will himſelfe. And therefo:e J would with pou not to deferre the 
time ſo long, but after that your hozſe hath woꝛne the bzidie halfe 
aſcoze of times, let him learne to know the ſpurre, be hee nener 
fo pong. leane, o feeble. Which would be done eicher ubileſt you 
tauſe him to trot the ring in ſome new deepe plowed ground, in 
helping him therewith, as hereafter ſhall be taught, ozelſe then

leape and fling, and take on like ſpirits. Wherefo2e, tf ante ſuch 
VBoꝛſe chance to come into pour handes, firſt fo; a vhilerive him 


without ſpurres, and vle him to tread the ringes, vntill heehath 
learned 
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in ſome newplowed ground wich depe furrowes, uhen time ia, 
touch him wich pour ſpurres at ſundꝛie times ſhꝛice, and if he wil 
then plate his vagarie, beat him fo ih wich with pour wand vpon 
the head on both ſides, and betwixt the ear es, and vppon his foze- 
legges, all to rating him at the ſelfeſame pzeſcnt with a terrible 
voice, and neuer leaue him vntill pouhaue made him to peeld vn⸗ 
to the ſpurre, wichont making any refiſtance at al. And to the in» 
tent what he map ſuffer the pꝛicke of theſpurre the better, itſhall 
beneceſfarie to wearie him, ſometime with continuall turning 
and trotting him round, md ouerthwart the furrowes, and ſome⸗ 
time by trotting nd gallopping him right out in one path to and 
fro. By meansof ahich trauell and often ſpurring him togither,- 
he hall fall into ſuche aſweate and heate, that the ſtrokes: ſhall 
griene him the leſſe, By meanes ſchereof, he ſhall not onelie bee 
content to abide the ſpurre, but alſo learne by the ſtroke thereof, 
to know pour will and to obeie the ſame, and ſo much the moze il 
vou ſhall not fozget vhen hee doech well, to make muche of him. 
But note by the waie, chat this laſfo2der belongeth to a Yozſe of 
great courage,foz if yon ſhoulde in ſuch ſozt moleſt and wear ie a 
hoꝛſe of a dull ſpirit he would giue ouer.and fo2 faintnes become 
reſtife : mdtherefoze a gadconſideration muſt be had, as wel to 
the hoꝛſes ſtrenght as to his vice. 

But now,though 3 ſhewed you in che laft chapter befoze,how 
many kinds of ſkrokes of the ſpur there were, and generally how 
and then tobe vſed; yet let it not grene pou that Jrepeatehere 
ſome part thereof once againe with ſome little addition not to be 
left out. Firſt chen, thenſoener pour hozſe will not turne as pon 
would haue him,o2 be ſtiſter necked ol one ſide than of another, oꝛ 
will not carie his head right, noꝛ continue his trot, you ſhall co2-

Nen your hozſe commit teth a fault of any ſide, as fo 
example on the left ſide, chen giue him with one ſpur immediat⸗

ſo often as pou ſhall think it meet: and it pour hoꝛſe be very light 
and nimble * himſelfe, you map teach him alſo to leap at the fop, 
ind to parke w thall. But ſith that leaping is moze meet foz a ſtir 
ring hoꝛſe than foz a hozſe of ſeruice, and alſo foʒ that there be di 
ners kinds of leapes, J will not therefoze treat of that here, but

* —— fo; we haue talked of them ſufficientlp be foze. 
er 255 And firſt pou ſhall vnde ſtand, that of the narrowe 
turnes there bee thz& kindes, that is to ſate, halte tur ne, vhole 
turne, and double turne. he halfe turne is ; vhen the hoꝛſe tur: 
nech on the one ſide , ſetting his head that wate that his taile be- 
foze ſt ode, and is called the lte turne, foz the hozſe maketh but 
halte a circle : but if hee donbleth the ſame and ſetteth his heade 
that waie it ſod at the firſt, then it is called a vhole turne, fo2 in 
turning round about he makech a circle complete. Aud iwo ſuch 
vhole turnes do make a double turne, which Griſon calleth Volta 
raddopiata, tho appointech to euer ie ſuch turne fonte halſe turns, 
— ocherwiſe called ſingle turnes. And note, that in 
turning, diuers things are to be obſcrued. Firſt, that he bzing in 
the contrarieleg vpon the other, and that he carrie his legs nei⸗ 
ther to highno2 to low: alſo that hee keept his ground, nepther 
pꝛeſſing foꝛ ward, no2 pet reeling backward in his turning: alſo 
that he kcepe his bodie in one ſtaie, wꝛithing neither head, neck, 
noꝛ anp part of his bodte, but to come in thole and rounde togi⸗ 
ther, and to cloſe his turne in ſo narrow a rome as map be. But

aut oꝛder here following. 
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hen you are come out of the rings trot your hozſe right out 
tn the middle furrowe vntothe place of fop, and there after that 
pon haue opt, turne him faire and ſoftlie on the right hande, ta- 
king rome inough at the firſt as J ſhewed pou befoꝛe, fer feare of 
making him ſoft necked: that done, giue him the like turne on 
the left hand, and then turn him againe on the right hand, remem⸗ 
b:ing al waies to begin with the right h md, and to ende with the 
ſame, and ſe that in euerp turne he bzing in the contrarie fozfot, 
vpon the other foze lte.

And note, that though your hoꝛſe at the firſt doch not bzing in 
bis contrarie fot ouer the other oꝛderlie, but perchance vnbder 
the other,yea and that with knockinghis legges togither: it ma- 
keth no matter,foz the greefe thereof (hall be a god cozredion vn⸗ 
to him, and in time ſhall make him to amend his fault. But if he 
be harder to turne on the one hande than on the other, then you 
tall helpe him with the contrarie legge oꝛ ſpurre, oꝛ with pour 
rodde, by beat ing him vppon the contrarie ſhoulder ; and ſome⸗ 
time to make him to cloſe his turne truelte,it ſhall benedfull to 
helpe him with the cloſing ſtroke of your herles o2 ſpurs. Which 
kinde of helpe is neceCarie foz twocanſes : firſk, foz that it will 
make him to turne roundlie, as well with his hinder partes, as

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Ajveit ſach belpe is not commonli to bee vled, but at certaine 
times vhen ome great neceſſitie requireth it, fo the firſt helpes 
are mme kindlie, and therefoze ought to he moe ozdinarie. But 
tt he be ſo hard of anie ſide,as the fozeſatd helps cannot make him 
to turne uhen you woulde haue him, then you may vle thele coz- 
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ut dra J chinke it mete to ſhew yon the cauſes of that 
Fut, am then how to cozrecit,w pou ſhal vnderſt and 
oa there be diuers cauſes,uhereof one map be the na- 
turall inclination , whereby euerie hoꝛſe is moze apt to 
turne on the left ſive than on the right. Secondly,the hardnes of 
ſqe bit pinching his mouth on the one ſide may ſogrere him, as 
be dare not turne on that ſive. Thirdlie, lache of knowledge how 
to handle his legs, am to reine with his necke, map cauſe him to 
turne  frowardlie,and ſo vnwillinglie, as he feling himſelſ ne⸗ 
ner ſo littie wearie, will turne no moꝛe at that time, foꝛ any thing 
chat pe can do. But to ſap the truth, wearines and lack of bzeath, 
maycanſe anphozſe,be he neuer ſo well bzoken to doe the ſame, 
Fourthlie, the ignoꝛance of the Rider in helping him otherwiſe 
than be ſhould ſo do, may make the hozſe ſo amazed, as he know- 
ethnot that to doe, vnderſtanding not the riders intent.

all this he will not do, chen without any reſpect,ſometime runne

F ter that you be com out of the rings, i that your hozſe 
both ſtopt,aduanced and pauſed a while, in ſuch place and 
xo Yoder as is afozeſatd: then vhileſt he is quiet, e ſtandeth 
enen wich his bodie, giue him two thole turnes on the 
right hand, one immediat ip after another, him with pour 
tongue, oꝛ wich pour rodde vpon the contrarie ſhoulder, o2 elſe 
with the calfe of your left legge, and ſeldome with pour Spur re. 
Wat done, giue him other two whole turnes on the lefte hanve, 
vſing like helpes,and then two turnes againe on the right hand, 
and then fate a uhile, making much of him, And ſe that in his 
turning, be bzing ouer the contrarie leg oꝛderlie, and that in clo- 
ſing his turne, he ſet his head euen vhere it fod at the fr. And 
note here, Mat you may begin the double turnes two manner of 
wates,fo: you map choſe vhether pou will haue him turne at the

And by of ten ſolicitinghim 
in this ſoꝛt, you ſhall not onelte make him to turne ſwik lie, but 
alſoloftilie, 02 of an indifferent height. euen as pou liſte your 
ſelfe, And tthen pou ſer him readie inough in this, then you may 
cauſe him tocloſe the vole turne roundly tagither, without ma⸗ 
king anp Foppe oe at the firft halfe turne. It pour Yozſe 

know how to handle hisfozelegges, = dim on each ng 
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two vhole tarnes,allowing two halle turnes to one thole turn, 
and at the end ol cuerie thirde halfe turne, helpehim wich pour 
tongue, rode, 02 contrarie ſpurre, and if neede bee with the clo- 
ſing ſtroke, ſo ſhall hee cloſe the laſt halfe turne, both quickelie, 
roundlie, and caomt lie: but as the: two laſte halte turnes woulde 
bee done ſpeedilie, ſo would the two firſt halfe turnes ber doone 
letilurelie. Foz in thoſeit ſufficeth that the Hozſe goe oꝛderlie 
with his legges,and keepe the right path. And byobſcruingthis 
oꝛder a ubile, pou ſhall ſee he will bee ſo ſwifte and readie in the 
firſt turnes as in the laſte. Aotwichſt anding, foꝛ a god time pon 
ſhall not vſe to haſten him, but onlie at the cloſing of cuerp uhote 
turne. And then he can once make all the tur nes in ſuch oꝛder, 


an ſo ſwiltlie as they ould be done, then oꝛdinartlie giue him 
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on each h.nde thꝛer vhole turnes, abcreof let the firff bee ſo faire 
and ſolilie as may bee, ſo ſhall he carrte his fozclegges oꝛderlte, 
and be better able to kepe a (wifte time and meaſare, in accom- 
pliſhing the other two turnes. And though that anp of theſe two 
wates heretofoze pꝛeſcribed, is maruellous god to make ante 
Poꝛſe be hee neuer ſo dull, to bee readie and nimble in the double 
turnes: pet muſt you be able to diſcerne by pour own diſcretion 
vbich of them is moſf meet fo2 euerp hoꝛſe, and fo uhat purpoſe. 
Fo2 if pou would haue pour Hozſe to parke in making the dou⸗ 
ble turnes, this waie is not ſo meete for that purpoſe as the fir, 
foz in euerie halte turne yon muff helpe him to parke once: ſo 
that in euerie hole turne hee (hall parke twice. Wat is to ſaie, 
once fozward and once backe ward, uhich he cannot do, vnleſſe he 
pauſe ſome ſchat at euery halfe turne, accoꝛding to the firff ozder 
befoze taught. But if your Hoꝛſe be harde and dull of the ſpurre, 
and vnapt to the double turnes, then if he can bzingouer the con⸗ 
trarie legge, ride him into ſome ffraight wate, oꝛ elſe into the 
laine field, and there make him to turne ſo faſt as hee can, and 
him continuallie with pour ſpurres, beating htm terwith 
in ſuch ſozt as he may haue bloudie ſides, by the girthes:and giue 
him on each hande ſeauen hole turnes oz thereabout, obſeruing 
__ alwate that number therewith you ſirũ began, helping him alſo 
with pour rod on the contrary ſhoulder. Andaithongh he ſermeth 
as then to care but little faz it: yet ꝗ— UIO-ST = 
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daie following, ien his ſides ſhall bee (0ze by meanes of che fan 


mer pzicks,being then cold and tender, and not hot, as thep were 
the dap befoze:youſhal ſee that the ſpurre will quicken him after 
another ſoꝛt, and make him to remember vherefoze he was laſte 
coꝛreded. And ſo by vſing afterward the oꝛdinarie helps, you ſhal 
make him ſo'readie in the double turnes as pou will deſire, 

And pou map vſe like oꝛder alſo, vhen the hoſe is ver ie line- 
lie and lenſible of himſelfe: ſauing then you ſhall not ned to ride 
him againe the next date following. Foz the firſt time ſhall ſaffice 
to make him obedient to pour will, and make him kep ſuch me⸗ 
ſure and time in pour turning, as he ought to doe. It is good al- 
ſo, if the hoꝛſe be toſlowe, ſometime to trot him out at the length 


of a ſhoꝛt maneging courſe, and ichen heecommeth towarde ce 


end thereof, to gallop him, and at the ſtoppe cauſe him to turne 
the firſt halfe torne, and then immediatlte vpon the lame, to cloſe 
the other halfe turne on the ſame hande, and then make muchof 
bim, ſuffering him to pauſe a vhile: yea, and it is poſſible that 
without pauſing at all, you ſhall perceiue ſuch a rcadineſſe in the 
hoaſc,as you may follow on wich another vhole turn, t ſo to gius 
him on each h d two thole turnes, remembzing alwaie to hal- 
ten him wich your twng,ſo much as pou poſſibly map, ubich ſhall 
not onlie make him readie in his turnes, but alſo to knowe the

reſt, and manege without telt.  Uhich Oriſon termeth chus, Ma- 
io a mezzo tempo, a tempo, & contra tempo, The manege 
with halle reit is, 9 Pozſe at the end of euery 
maneging path, after he hach ſtopt, to adnance twice togicher, 
at the ſecondbound to turn: icher by pou reſt alwaies one bound. 
The maneging with tzhole reit is, then you turne him at the 
third bound, and ſo reſt two boundes. The manege without reit 
is, when pon turne him immediatlie vpon the ſtop, without any 
tarriance at all, uhich onelie kind of manege our Engliſh riders 
moſt commonlie do vſe, and not the other two. N 
thep be verie neceſſarie and merte to bee vſed, acco2ding as the 
boſe is ſtrong o2 weake. Foz a ver ſtronghozſerequireth the 
manege with the vhole reſt:e the hozſe of an indifferent rength 
the manege with the halfe reſt: and the weake hoꝛſe the manege 
without reſt, But the manege with the halle ref is moſt neceſſa- 
rie of all, and the bell me ane to make a Hoꝛſe perfect in the other 
two.

often changing,youcleane diſozder him, and hee neuer become 
perfect in any of them. Then pour hoꝛſe can make all the ſe chʒ er 
kinds of maneges, both with ſoft pace, and withtrotte ;then you 
map manege him in any of the ſaid kinds wich a gallop, giuing 
him on ech hand but one ſingle turne, and ſce that the firſt and laſt 
be alwaies on the right hmd. And a little befoze you turne him, 
remember to hold pour rod on the contrarie ſide, thereby pour 
hozſe hall know on vhat five to turne :and at the ſtop make him 
to aduance, helping him with pour voice, oꝛ with pour rod, oꝛ with 
the euen ſtroke of pour ſpurs, oꝝ of the calfes of your legs. And in 
two ol the fo:eſaid kindes at maneging if pour hoꝛſe be ready of 
his herles, and light behind, you may alſo make him to parke, as 
well at his ſfop, as in his turne: that is to ſate , in the manege 
with halfe reit, and in che manege with ubole reft: foi in the ma⸗ 
negewithout reit it cannot be decent. But in the other two pou 
map at the firſt oꝛ ſecond bound of his aduancing, help him with 
pour voice, rod, oꝛ ſpurres, to parke there once, and at the cloſing 
of his turne to parke againe:ſo as at euer end of the maneging 
tourſe, he ſhal park twice, once fo ward and once backward, D; 
it pou will, you may tauſe him to parke at ech end but once, and 
chat would bee at the cloſing of his turne, ſetting his head ot 
— na befoze ſtode. But befozepou gallop him, it 
god to pace him, and to turne him faire and ſoftlie in the 
— — — — 
the readier uhen he is aſterwatd maneged with a gallop, yea and 
il you did the like, after that you haue maneged him with a gal- 
lop ſo chat you firſt ſuſler him to bzeath a ſchile, it ſhould do him no 
harme, as pou ſhall well percetue if pou manege him againe the 
next day following. And beware that in maneging pour hoꝛſe, ye 
gallop him not at the firſt to ſwiftlie: foz @ ſhall he neuer be able 
totontinue wich one time and meſure, neither in his courſes noz 
de W May on 
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anocher, tchich ould be verte vnſcemlie, and therfoze god reſpec 
woutd be had to the qualitis of the boꝛſe, whether he be able to en⸗ 
dure aſwifte manege oz not. Foz if you perteiue that he is natu 
rallie ſtrong, and hath a god mouth, and can turne readilie on 
both hands: then you map be the bolder to giue him a ſwift ma, 
nege : but if he be too liuelie, oꝛ elſe be laden with great chækes, 
02 hard of mouth, oz if he bee feeble of backe and legges, chen al⸗ 
beit he ſcemeth to haue a gentle month,by means perhaps of god 
bꝛeaking, yet pou muſt gallop him with the moze reſped. Not- 
wichſtanding, if he hath ſtrength in his backe and loines, then the 
other defecs be not ſo much mat ertall, but chat with good bzea- 
king he map be managed any maner of way:but the ſureſt way 
foz all maner of hoſes is, to manege him with a ſoft pace, o with 
a trot, and ſeidome with a gallop. ; 

And note, that if there be any ſtones in the maneging path, oz 
on anie ſide of his ſtopping place vhere he turnech, it is not god 
to take them awatie, foz the feare thereof ſhall make him to lift 
bis let the better, and to go the moze ſurely: pea, if there be nong 
at the place of turning, it were neceſſary to put one o two great 
ones: fo: the feare of thoſe fones would make him to turnewith

Maneging with double turnes. Chap-xxiiit. 

A. Lthongh maneging wich che double turnes apperteineth 
Lacher to the ffirrer,than to the hozſe of ſeruice, yet it ſhal

note, chat vou map teach your hoꝛſe to manege 
wich the double turns twomaner of wates,vhereof the firſt is in 
this ſoꝛt. Pace him on trot him right out, che length of twentie 0; 
wirtie paces as you did beftꝛe: and then yon come to the place of 
ſop,let him aduance once, twile, oꝛ th:iſe together, accoꝛding as 
the kind of manege vhichyon would haue him to make, ſhall te -

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right band, ubich maketh in all fine ſingle turnes: o; if he be ve- 
rie trong,you may giue him two double turnes, and halt᷑ a turn 
on the right hand, which amounteth to nine ſingle oꝛ halle turns.

When you come to the place of ſtop, giue him at the firſt but half 
a turne on the right hand, and ſuddenly changing hands, let him 
cloſe the double turne on the left hand : that done, trot him back.

When pour Hozſe 
can double, being maneged with a ſoft pace x trot, then pou map 
make him to double after one of cheſe two ſo2ts, being maneged 
with a gallop, thich muſt be moꝛe oz leſſe ſwift accoꝛding as che 
hozſe map indure, and be able to keepe the like time and meaſure, 
ſo well in the courſes, as in his turnes. Fo2 the double turns end 
ſpectallie two on each hand, do ſtraine a hoꝛſe, his loines« finews 
very ſoꝛe, if he be weake o2 not verylight ol nature. Wherefoze 
if pour hoꝛſe haue any ſuch defect,and pet pou would haue him to 
double in his manege, then foz a vile, let him viſe to make on ech 
hand but one doable tarne : ſo ſhall he turne the moze roundlie, 
and cloſe his turnes the better,yea and with che moze ſtrength of 
his back,ubich will not decaie ſo ſone with that, as with making 
two double turnes: and inpzoceſſe of time it is poſſible that you 
hallmake him to turne ſo often togither, as yon will your ſelſe. 
But ifhe be of ſo groſſe a mould, as he is not apt tocloſehis turn 
wel, chen vſe him in no wiſe todonble,teaft-that he neither make 
double no2 ſingle turne as he ought to dos.

foure ſimple be theſe, hot, cold, moiſt and die, uhich of the {hp- 
loſophers and Phyſicians be otherwiſe called the firſt qualities. 
vherof the firſt two be aciue,and the other twopaſſiue. The foure 
compoundes be theſe , hotte and mailt, hatte and d2ie, colde nd 
moiſt, colde and dzie. Againe,the equall temperament is deulded 
into two, that is to ſaie, into that which is vniuerſall o:generall, 
and into that which is ſpeciall. The equal temperament vniuerſsl 
is, hen there is an equal p;opoztion of the foure Elements, that 
is to ſay,not moze of one than of another appertaining to nature 
vniuer ſall. The equall temperament eſpeciall is, when the Elc- 
ments are pzopoztioned accoꝛding as euerie kind doth moſt pꝛo⸗ 
perlie require, be it plant oꝛ beaſt. As foz example, we ſaie that 
Wozmewod bath his due temperament, then it hath ſuch quali- 
ties as Moꝛmewod ſhould haue, uhich is, to haue ſuchcommir- 
tion of the Elements, as in his operation it map be hot dꝛie, and 

aſtringent. The like is to be ſaid of the dog, ſwine, Hoꝛſe, oꝛ anie 
other beaſt, nhereof cuerie one is ſaide to haue his due tempera- 
ment, ahen he hath ſuch temperament, as is moſte pꝛoper vnto 
his kind, ubich is beſt knowne by his doings. As fo: example, the 
hozſe is knowne to be hot and moiſt, by his lightnefle, ſwiftneſſe, 
boldnes, and long life, and alſo to be of a temperate nature, in that 
he is tameable, docible,e will be obedient vnto man. And ſo long 
as. a hoſe , o2 any other thingcontinueth in the mediocritie 02 
meane of his p:oper temperament, we ſay commonly chat he is 
of a geod temperature: but if he exceed in anie qualitie moꝛe than 
de ſhould do, as in heat,coldnes,moiftneſſe o2 dʒieth, then we ſap 
that he is either hot o2 colde, dzie oz moiſt, acco2ding to that qua- 
litie wherein he excedeth, Againe, euerie kind hath bis due tem⸗ 
perament accoꝛding to his age, and countrep vherein he is bzed: 
and alſo acco2ding to the time of che peare, as fs example, A 
hozſe in his fole age, is naturally hot and moiſt, in his middle age 
moze hot and dꝛie than moiſt, and in his old age moꝛe cold «© dꝛie 
than eicher hotte oz moiſt. Likewiſe the Hoſes that be bzead in 
Greece, Afrike, and Spaine, be naturallie farre hotter than thoſe 
that be bzed here in England, oz ſuch like cold countreps. Neither 
is any hozſe being in health,  hotte in Spꝛing time, which is the 

molt temperat part of Ts noz pet ſo cold

in Summer, as in winter, all ichich things are to bee conſidered, 
aſwell of the keeper , which hath to tend them, and to diet thembe- 
ing whole, as aloof the Ferret oꝛ hoꝛſeleach ubich goeth abont to 
cure them vuhen they be ſicke. Foꝛ vnleſle hee conſider their nas 
tures and temperatures, togither with theſe cireumfances , be 
map be quickly deceiued in his miniũ ration : 8 therefo:e J would 
wich him to haue a god reſpect vnto the kinde, age, countrie, and 
time ol the peere, to the intent he map applie his medicines acco2 
dingly.

And ſome man perhaps would adde the 
third cauſe, ſaieng : that a hozſe laboureth moze in pulling ont 
his meate from aboue than from beneath; but ſith that ſuch laboz 
exerciſeth the teeth moze than anie other parte of the bodie , it is 
not therefoze ſo materiall. And as foz the other two diſcommondt: 
ties befoz2e alledged, are ſone remedied in noble mens ſtables, 
vhere the gromes of the ſtables doe nothing elſe bat tend vpon the 
Holes, to ſerue them of meate by litle at once, accoꝛding as they 
ſhall ſe it needefull , ſo ſhall chey haue it freſh and freſh, vhi< ſhall 
doe them moꝛe god, than that which lyeth long befoze them. And 
therefoze in great mens fables , there ſeruantes doe nothing elſe 
but ſerne hoꝛſes, J would wiſhe the manger to be made racklike, 
and to ſtand as befoze is ſaid. And in meane mens ſtables, where 
ſernants cannot be ſuffered to giue continuall attendance on the ir 
Þozſes, the rackes map be placed aboue head, as thep bce cueric 
vhere at this pꝛeſent, but therewith of ſach heigch, as is moſt a- 
greeable to the hoꝛſes ature that ſhall ſtand thereat, that is to 
ſaie , neſther ſo lowe as may touch their eyes oꝛ head, noꝛ pet ſo 
bigh as it ſhall paine them to reach vnto it. And to the intent that 
euerie hoꝛſe mayſt nd and lie ſeuerallis by himſelfe, it is mote 
that the ſable fluch oz plancher bee deuided into conuenient 
romes, wich poſtes ſet vp, and mo:tiſed into the taile tra: vnto 
euerie trhich poſt, and vnto the manger, would be faſfened a con- 
uenient barre of timber, wich aco2de o2 thong of leather , in ſuch 
ſoꝛt as the bar maie ſmate euerie way, ſo ſhall it ſaue the hoꝛſes 
from ſtriking one another , without doing them any hurt: and 
they that liſt to beſfow moꝛe coſt , map double band euerie parti- 
tion betwirt rome and rome, if they will, and make the partiti⸗ 
ons lo high, that the hoꝛſes ſhall be neither able to bite, no: rike 
one anocher, no no2 yet to ſee one another: but ſuch coſt is not 
greatliecommodious, vnleſſe they might carrie their ſtables Il 
waies with them. And vppon the backſide of euerie ſuch poſte oz 
partition, would be ſet a pin of wad, to hang thereon euerie hoz- 
ſes bꝛidle ſenerallte by it ſelfe: and on the inſide of euerie poſte, 
there would be two peeces of uhipco2de , of conuenient length, 
_ faſt wedged in at ſuch length n 
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bit , uhiles the hoꝛſe ſfandech wich his taile toward fhe manger, 
champing on the bꝛidle to get him a ſtomach, whereof wee ſhall 
ſpcake hereafter in his pꝛoper place. Poꝛeouer there would be ſet 
in places conuentent, pinnes, hokes, and ſhelues, merte to hang 
oz lay vp ſuch inſtruments, as are to be occupied in the ſtable, a- 
bout the currieng, rubbing, oꝛ trimming the voꝛſes, oꝛ otherwiſe, 
Alſo nigh vnto the fable would be the hozſekerpers chamber, in 
the which, oꝛ elſe in ſome other cloſe rome, cut out of the fable of 
purpoſe , would be placed tubs 02 hutches, meet to receiue the pꝛo⸗ 


uender. And alſo cloſe p:eſſes foz the ſaddels, harneſſes guirtes,

the ſũtuating and building of the ſtable: nowe let vs ſhe we pon 


hob the ſame ſhould be vſed and kept. Vigetius ſaith, that tables 


in winter ſeaſon, would rather be kept luke warme, chen verie 
hot. Fo2 although, ſaith he, that aboundance of heate cauſeth the 
hoꝛſes to bee fat, and full, pet it makethrawe digeſtion, 2 greatlie 
hurtech nature, becauſe that manp kindes of diſcaſes are ingen- 
dꝛed in the bꝛeaſt, of the verie vapour that riſeth out of the fable: 
and being vſed to ſuch warmth within dozes , vhen they come a⸗ 
b:oad, they eaſilie ſurfet of euerie little colde. And in anie caſe, 
Xenophon would haue the ſtable to be kept cleane, 4 neate aſwel 
vhen che hoꝛſes are pꝛeſent, as abſent, ſchich ( as he ſaith ) doch not 
only pleaſe the eie i commend the diligence of che kerpers, but al 
ſo pzeſerueth and increaſeth the health of the hoꝛſes, by means that 


che lilthie and ſtincking ſauours be remoued from thence, udereby 


not onelie the hozfes breath, but alſo the aire it ſcife is'infeaed and 
corupted, thereof may ſpꝛing a farther inifchicfe. Mozeoner,the 
ſame Xenophon would haue all inſtrumentes belonging to the 
fable, to be placed oꝛderly euery one in his pꝛoper plate, ſhat then 
map be readie to finde, and ſo as they may touch no fode, thereof 
the hoꝛſes haue toeate , no that che hoꝛſes themſelues may reach 
chem, to bite oꝛ gnawe on chem, as ſome K 
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that is not tholeſome: and cherefdꝛe J cannot pzaiſe ſuchkepers, 
as vle moſt commonlie to hang theircurrieng combe in the rack 
among the hozſes meate, and in his fight and ſmell , 02 to leaue 
their duſting cloth in the manger, Xenophou alſo wouldhane no 
keper in the night ſeaſon tobzing anie candle into the fable with 
outa lanterne, willing him to be carefull thereot᷑, fo hay t ſtrawe 
will ſone take fire, Alſothat he keep the table doe al wales ſhut 
fo two pꝛincipall cauſes, the one is, to the intent that the hoꝛſe be 
not beguiled of his meat: and the other is, chat he map know vhe- 
ther the hoꝛſe doe eate oꝛ ſpoile that meate ubich is giuen him 02 
not. Fo2 as Xenophon ſaith, there bee two pꝛincipall fignes to

riſheth not fo much as hate yet it bz&deth fürme fleſhe, and ma⸗

ſtraine him from biting without hindering his bzeath\, wherebp 
he was tied vnto at ing faſfened in ſome wall 02 poſt of pyrpoſe, - 
eicher ſhozt oꝛ long; actoꝛding as his god o2 ſheew demeanoz 
required. And to the intent the keper may haue the moꝛe ſurs 
acteſſe to ante hoꝛſe that he dꝛellech, Xenophon doch counſel him 
neuer to come behind him, noꝛ pet bcfoze him, but alwaies on 
his ſide, and to awd cloſe vnto him, ſo ſhall he bee cleane out of 
danger and then he commech to currie him, he would haue him 
to begin firſt with bis vpper partes, as with his necke, and then 
wich his des, belly, buttocks, and thighs oꝛderip:becauſe it —— 
in vame, ( ſaith hee) to make cleane the neather parts, the 
parts being ſtill fo wle, to ſo the nether partes mult be twi 4654 
ſed: but he mate not once touch the ridge of his backe with ante 
combe,but with his hand oz cloth, ſtroking him alongeſt the hatre 
faire and ſoftlie, und then to bꝛuſh out all the duſt of his cote with 
aclothof rough canuas oꝛ haire, as they commõly do vſe at this 
pꝛeſent, in ſtead thereof they vſed in old time alittle ſhozt ſwozd 
made of thin lath, where with they beate the duſt out of his coate. 
Some againe had rubbers foz that purpoſe, made of the barke of 
date tres, chere with thep made their coates ( ike, as they did 
ſhine. But his head being bonie, may not bee touched with anie 
tombe: bat onelie waſhed with faire water, oz elſe rubbed with a 
dꝛie cloth; neither would the bare part or his bellie be kempt. His 
legges alſo from his knees downward would not be kempt , but 
rubbed with a cloth oz vhiſpe of dzie ſtrawe. Neither would Xe 
haue a hoꝛſes legges oꝛ thighes to bee waſhed, as ſome 
vſe to do, fo2 feare of ſoftning his boues , But as foz his maine, 
fozetop, and taile , he would haue them to be kempt with a wette 
combe, and that ſhall make them grow, ſchich is verie neceſlar ie: 
fo; though his fozetop be long, pet it can neuer hinder his ſight: 
rea. rather it detenas bis eies from all noiſome thinges It is alſo — 
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requiſite, chat his maine be of a reaſonable length: fo be lides the 
comelineſſe o2 beautie thereof to the ſhew , it is alſo a god belpe 
to the rider, vhenſeuer he will take his back:and as foz his ta(le, 
the longer tt be, hee ſhall the better defend himſcife che rewithin 
ſummer ſeaſon from the flies. And therefoze Camerarius doth not 
alittle maruell at thoſe ahich vſe to curtaile their Poſes, and to 
ſheare their main vponeuerie light occaſion, as perhaps, becauſe 
the haire falleth awaie, oz that they be ſwing tailed, 4ſ&k not ra- 
ther to remedie ſuch faults ocher wiſe, to pꝛeſerue thereby the na- 
turall beautie of the hozſe, without the @hich, he is not only fowle 
to the eie, but alſo infamovs. And though ſome hold opinion, that 
ſuch cartailing maketh the Bozſes backe the ſtronger, without 
alleging anie great reaſon hte, pet ſuch ſtrength doch not coun⸗ 
teruaile the great dcfozmitie and tnfamie: which to auoide the Ica- 
lians will finde the meanes ,if they hap vpon a curtaile, todecke 
him with a fained taile of hozſe haire, and that ſo cunninglie, as 
it cannot be ſeene. Yet heere and in France, it is no ſhame at all 
to ride vpon a curtaile, ſo much hath cuſtome pꝛeuailed againſt 
nature . There be ſome keepers alſo that delight muche to winde 
vp their hozſes fozetops in a lace of diuers colours, which Came. 
rarius doeth not allowe, affirming it rather to bee a defozmitie 
than anie beautie to the Yo2ſe. And if they doe it to the intent, the 
boſe ſhould ſe the better, they be repzooued by Xenophon, ſchich 
ſaith, as pou haue heard befoze , that the fozetop doeth not trons 
ble che Poꝛſes ſight at all. Notwithſfanding, it is a comelie 
ching to kepe both chat and his main at a reaſonable length, 
by pulling it from time to time, as nede ſhall require , And 
to make it he ſmooth and even , it is verie to kembe 
it with a wette combe: pea, and perhappes ſometime alſo ts 
bꝛald it. But acleanlie oꝛſekœper alſo muſt not bee without 
bis ſheares, as well to ſheare awaie the haire of his necke be- 
bind his cares, vhere the headſtall ſhouldlie, about the bzeadth 

ol thzee fingers onelie, and no moe, without diminiſhing anie 
parte of his fozetop (a that were vnſeemelie) as alſo to ſheare 
the inſide of his eares in Summer ſeaſon ; foz in Winter, 
. ome thinke it were better to let the haire growe to defend che 
colde from entering into his head, us much of the currieng 
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and trimming of a hoꝛſe, therewith Columella ſaith hee is much 
delighted, and it doth him as much gad as his meate,vhich thing 
the Tralians 4 Spaniards do verie well conſider , foz their Yozſekee- 
pers doe neuer lie from their hoꝛſes holes, melder mull they be 
abſent an balfe houre in a daie,but muſt bealwaies at hand, tra- 
die to wipe awate euerie mote that falleth, thereby their Hozſes 
coates are kept ſocleane,as ifpe rub on them with a veluet coat, 
noduff will cleane thereunto. But now let vs youre ſome that

quire th, their hozſes are able to doe noſhing· And pet theſe, uhileſt 
they ſerue in the fi ld, ſeeme to be moꝛe excuſable, than thoſe that 
being quiet at home, chen they run at the ring foꝛ their pleaſure, 
wil not let, euen in the verie heat of the date, to giue their hozſes 
eight oꝛ nine courſes, one after an other, ubere as foare 02 fine 
were ſufficient fo; one dap, i thoſe alſo would be giuen with ſom 


pauſe betwirt, and that verie earlie in the mozning, vhen the boꝛ⸗ 


ſes be emptie,o2 in ſome other cold time of the dap, ſo ſhall their 
health e bzeath be beſt pꝛeſerued, e their monthes not diſtempered. 
Likewiſe the rider when he bzcaketha pong hoꝛſe, muſt haue an 
eſpeciall regard to time t meaſure, t chꝛoughly conſider the diſpo- 
ſition, qualit ie, t Urengch of the colt, to the intent he trauell him 
not aboue his foꝛte. But to vſe time and meaſure in this caſe, res 
quireth not only a god diſcretion, but alſo a marnelonspatience, 
fe: lacke thereof manie riders, uhileſt they ſeeke to trach che ir 
hoꝛſes much at once, they make chem ſo dull, heauie, and faint 
harted, as they learn nothing at all: yea, nd many times by ouer⸗ 
much raſhnes they make them alſo ſtark lame : croked. There⸗ 
ſoꝛe J wich that all riders lacking patience, hadde that patience 
which A knowe tobe in my verie god friend M. Aſhley , Paiſfer 
of the Jewel houſe, abich his patience, if it had not beene verie 
great in dede,he could neuer haue bꝛought ſome of his boꝛſes to 
chat perfecion,vhereunto they now are come, Thus farre of ſuch 
laboꝛs and trauels as moſt commonlie do ſæme to be but mode-

flammation of ſuperfluous eating oꝛ dzinking, 02 fo; lack of due 
purgation, oz of ouermuch reſt and lacke of exerciſe, all ſuch cau⸗ 
ſes are tobe referred to repletion oz fulnes. But if a conuulſion

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bene able to ſir it, neicher could the hoꝛſe himſelte ſet it downe 
to the ground of along ſeaſon, ahich A thinke might be ſone re 
medted: firſf by continuall chafing, frotting, o rubbing his leg, 
with a god wilpe, and then by tieng vp the other hinder legge, oz 
elſe the fozeleg on che ſo:e ſide, herby he ſhoulde be fozced to ſet 
down the pained leg. us far J haue diſcourſedof the connulſion 
of ſinewes, and of the cauſes therof, accozding to the opinions of 
the learned Phyſicians. Now J will bzteflie ſhewyou the cau- 
ſes, ſignes, and cure thereof, accoꝛding to the doctrine of mine Au⸗ 
thours that wzite ofhozſeleach craft. Abſirtus ſaith, that this diſ- 
eaſe doeth come, either by dztuing the hoꝛſe intoaſweate vhen 
be halteth, oz fo2 that hee hath troden vpon ſome naile, oꝛ by ta, 
king cold after iournieng and ſweating in winter ſeaſon, vhere- 
by his lippes are clung togither, o2 by long lieng and reſt after 
ſweating,nhereby the ſinewes ol his fozelegs be nummed, oꝛ by 
hauing ſome ripe of his pztuie members, oꝛ by long trauelling 
in the cold mountaines, there ſnowe and Jſe doth abounde. Foz 
Theomneſtus wziteth, chat comming out of Pzonia, with the king 
and his army,end paſſing ouer the mountains to go into Italy, 
there fell ſuchaboundance of ſnowe, as not onelie manie ſouldi⸗ 
ours died, fitting ſtill on their hoꝛſes backes,with their weapons 
in cheir handes, being ſo ſtarke and ſiffe, and cleauing ſo faſt to 
their ſaddles,as thep could not eaſilte be pulled out of them: but 
alſo dtuers hoꝛſes in their going were ſo nummed as they coulde 
not bow their legs: yea and ſome were found ſlarke dead, ſtan⸗ 
ding ſkill on their f&t, and fewe Yozſes oz none eſcaped at that 
time free from the conuulfton offinewes, inſomuch that Theom- 
neſtus his owne Hoꝛſe ubich bee loued dearelie, was (oze vered 
therewith. The ſignes to knowe vhether a hozſe bee troubled 
wich the conuulſion of the finewes oꝛ not, be theſe.

Greek Synanchi and wecommonlie call it in Englithe, the ſqui⸗ 
nancie oꝛ quinzie. Tonſillæ, is interpzoted by them to be inflam- 
mations ot᷑ che kirnels, called in latine Clandes, in Italian Glan: 
dulæ, uhich lie on ech ſide of the thzote, vnderneath the rote of the 
tong,nigh vnto the ſwallowing place, of which woꝛd Glandes, oz 
Glandulz, Jthinke we bozrow this name glanders. Fo2 uhen the 
bozſe is troubled with this diſeaſe, hee hach great kirnels vnder⸗ 
neath his tawes,eaſle to be ſeen o2 felt,patning him , as he can 
not eaſilte ſwallowe downe his meate, whichcommeth firfte of

But Martin ſateth , that hee hath cut vp dinerſe 
Hoꝛſes ſchich haue beene iudged to baue dted of che mourning ol 
the Chine, but he could neuer find eicher backe oz lungs.to be pe⸗

diſeaſes in che liuer. The ztalians do call this diſeaſe Ciamorro, 
the olde Anthoors doe call it the moiſt maladie, thereof Theom- 
neſtus maketh two differences. Foz in the one, the matter vhich - 
he doth caſt at the noſe is fhite, and dothnot ſmell at all :and in 
the other, that which hee caſteth is a filthis and ſtinking coxrup- 
tion. hey pzoccde both ol cold humonrs congealed tn the head, 
but moꝛe abounding in the one than in the other : by reaſon per- 
haps ſhat the hoꝛſe was notcured in time: fa of colde firſtcom- 
- mcth the Poſe, and the coagh, then the glaunders, and [aft of all, 
the monrning of the chine. When the hoꝛſe caſteth matter at the 
noſe that is not ſtinking,he may be eaſilie cured, by ſuch reme- 
dies as haue beene befoze declared in the chapter of the Poſe:but 
ik the matter be verie filthie and linking, then it is verie hard to 
cure. ot wichſtanding it all not grieue me to w2ite vnto you 
bere , the erpertence of Theomneſtus, and of Laurentius Ruſshus. 
Theomneſtuscure is thus. Take of water and honie called of the 
Pbyſictans Hydromel,aquart,and put thereunto th;& ounces of 
vile, md pow2e that into his noſtrill euerie momning the ſpace of 
thꝛee daies: and if that do not pꝛoſit him, chen let him dʒzink en 
daie, oꝛ once in two dates, a quarte of olde wine, 
ome of the medicine, oꝛ rather the pꝛecious meate, calley of ths 
olde wziters I cum, and that will reftoze him to his ; 
fomer eftate. Laurentius Ruſuus ſaith, that of all diſeaſes there 
is none moze perillous,no2 moze to be ſaſpeced, than the rheume 
dhichcommeth of cold, a Hozſes haue large Condnites,and are 
full of moiſtute and the tefoe it rold once enter, it findeth matter 
inongh to wozke on, tobzedcontinuall diſtiſlation, as well out-

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partes in ſuch ſo:t, as it doth ſuffocat the ſame. The ſignes acco;- 
ding to the ſaid Ruſsius be theſe. The hozſe dochcaſt matter conti- 
nuallie at the noſe,fometime thinne and ſometime khicke,his no- 
ſeriis, eares, and al his outward parts, will be told to the feeling, 
dis eies, bead, and all bis body heaup,and be will coughe, and haue 
ſmall appetite to his meate, and leſſe to his dzinke!, and ſomtime 
be will tremble and ſhake. His cure is in this ſoꝛte. Purge his 
head,partlie by perfuming him, « partly by making him to nee 
in ſuch ſozt, as hath bene befoze taught in the chapter of the poſe, 
vbich waies o perfuming and purging the head. as the y be god, 
ſo doth Ruſsius pꝛaiſe theſe two heere following to bee moſt ercel- 
lent.

mans bodie doth firſt pzocede, as the Phyſicians ſaie, either by 
eating coꝛrupt meates, 02 elſe by cantinnall dzinking of ſweete 
wines. But me thinkes that the conſumption of a bozſes liuer, 
ſhould come by ſome extreame beate, tnflaming the blond, which 

afterward being putrified, doth coꝛrupt and erulcer ate the ſub⸗ 
ſtance of the liner.

But ob 
Frucion may chance two maner of waies. Firſt, uhen the wape 
ubere by the choler ſhould p:occede from the liver vnto the bladder 
of the gall as vnto his pzoper receptacle is ſtopped , and thereby 
the bladder remaineth emptie,nhereof may ſpzing diucrsenill ac 
cidents : as vomiting, the laxe oꝛ bloudie flixe . Secondlie,uben 
the may vhereby ſach choler ſhould iNue fozth of the bladder of the 
Gall downe into the guts is ſhut vp, thereby the bladder is ouer 
full and aboundeth with to much choler vbich cauſeth heauineſſe, 
ſaffocation,belching.heat,thirft,and diſpoſition to angrinefſe.The 
figres of both kindes of obſtruaion in the gall is coſfinenes and 
pellowiſhnes of ſkin,infeced wich the pellowe iaundis. The ſtone 
in che gall which is ſomevhat blackiſh pzocedeth of the obſtrugion 
of the conduits of the bladder, whereby the choler being long kept 
in wareth dꝛy x torneth at length to hard grauel oꝛ foncs,uhere- 
of becauſe there is neither ſignes no; any grienous accident kno- 
wen to the Phyficians J leaue to talke ante farther thereof, and 
the rather foz that none of mine authoꝛs doe make anie mention 
of the gall at all.

to be perteiued bp heauineſſe and griefe on the left five, but alſo in 
the ſplene it ſelfe,, whereas by vertue of the he ate it is hardened 
euerie date moze and moze, and ſo bylittle and little wareth to a 
bard knobbe, uhþic<h doth not onelieoccapte all the ſubſt ance of the 
ſplene,bat alſo manie times all the left ſide of the wombe, t there- 
by maketh all the cuill accidents oz griefes befoze recited much 
wozle than they were. Now as touching the inflammation of the 
ſplene ubic<c<anceth verie ſildome, foz ſomuch as euerie inflam- 
mation pzocedeth of pure blond, ubich ſeldome entereth into the 
ſplene : J ſhall not neede to make manie woꝛdes, but referre yon 
ouer to the Chapter of the Liner, fo2 inſuchcaſe they differ not, 
bat p:oceeding of like cauſe haue alſo like ſignes, and doe require 
luke cure ſqhe olde wziters ſaie, that hoꝛſes be often grieued with 
griefe in the ſplene, and ſpeciallie in ſommer ſeaſon with gredie 
eat ing ol werte greene meates, and they call thoſe hoſes Lieno- 
ſos, that is to ſay ſplenetike. The ſignes vhereof(ſay the p)are theſe, 
hard ſwelling on the left ſide,ſho2t bzeath,often gron ing, and gree- 
die appetite to meate.

as with the coliche, with coſtiuencſſe, with the Lax, 
wi the bioudp fiix and wo2mes. The colike is a gree- 
uous paine in the great gutte, called of the Pbyſict- 
ans Colon, whereof this diſeaſe taketh his name, vh(ch gutte, be⸗ 
cauſe it is verielarge and ample, and full of coꝛners, it is apte to 
receine diners matters, and ſo becommeth ſubtec to diuerſe 
greets. Fo ſometime it is tozmented with the abundance of groſe 
humozs gotten betwixt the panicle of the ſaid gut, and ſometime 
with wind hauing no iſſue out, ſometime with inflammation, amd 
ſametime with ſharpe fretting humozs , But ſo farre as J can 
learne,a hoꝛſe is moſt commonlie troubled wich the coltke that 
commeth of wind, md thereof our Ferrers do tearme it the wind 
colicks , The ſignes thereof be theſe . The hozſe will fo: ſake his 
meate, and lie downe and wallow and walter vpon the ground, 
and fanding on his fete hee will ſtampe fa verie paine with his 
fo:efeete,and ſtrike at his bellte with his hinder fate and loke ob 
ten towards his beftie , nhichalſo towards the flankes will ſwell, 
and ſemgreater to the eie than it was wont to be. Ihe cure vher- 
of accoading to Martin, is in this ſozt: take aquarteof malmeſie,

Ruſsius was wont to vſe 
this kind of cure: take a god big rede a ſpan long oz moꝛe, and 
being annointed with ole, thzuff it into the hozſes fundament, 
ſaſtning the outward ende fheerof vnto his taile, ſo as it cannot 
flip out, and then hauing firff annointed and <afed all the hozſeg 
bellie with ſome hot olle, cauſe him to be ridden ſomenhat haſtilie 
vp and downe ſome hiflp ground, and that will make him to void 
the wind out of his bellie thzough che rede: ubich done, let him be 
kept warme and fedde with god pꝛouender, and warme malhes 
made of theate meale, and fennel ſœde, and let him dzinke no 
cold water vntil he be whole. Abſirtus would haue pon to gius 
him a gliſter made of wilde Cucumber, oꝝ elſe of hennes dunge, 


Oſtiueneſſe is then a hoꝛſe is bound in the bellie and cannot 
| which may come by glutte of pzouender', oz ouermuch 
feding and reſt, hereof we haue talked ſafficientlie be ſoꝛe, aiſo 
by wind,groſſe humozs, 02 colde cauſing obſtruction , and ſtop⸗ 
ping in the guttes.

And alſo another diſeaſe called Procidentia ani, that is to ſay, the 
falling out of the fundament,vbich the ans doaccount as 


 feuerall dilcaſes, Notwithſtanding, foz ſomuch. as Dyſentena, 
| | and 
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and Tenaſmus, doe ſpzing both of like cauſes: yea, and alſo foz 
that the falling out of the fundament hath ſome affinitie with 
them, J will followe mine authozs , in ioining them altogither 
in this one Chapter. The Phyſicians make diuerſskindes of 
bloudie Flire, fon ſometime the latte of the llimte filth ubich is 
volded, is ſpzinkled with a little bloud,ſometime che matter that 
voideth is mirt with the ſcrapings of the guts, and ſometime it 
is watertſh bloud, like water vherein bloudie fleſhe bath beene 
waſhed, and ſometime bloud mixt with melancholie , and ſome⸗ 
time pure bloude, and by the mixture of the matter you ſhall 
know in mans body, vhether the viceration be in the inner (mall 
gattes, oꝛ in the thicke ontwarde guttes: foz if it be in the inner 
guts, then the matter and bloud will be perfectlic mixt togither, 
but if it be in the outwardguttes,then thep be not mingled togt- 
ther, but come ont ſeuerall, the bloud moſte commonlte follow. 
ing che matter. Dfthis kinde is that diſeaſe called befoꝛe Tenaſ- 
mus, foꝛ chat is an vicer in che right gut ſeruing the fandament 
and doth pꝛoceede euen as the Flire doth of ſome ſharpe humoꝛs, 
vhich being violentite dztnen, and hauing to paſſe thozough ma- 
nie croked and narrowe waies, doe cleaue to the guttes, and 
with che ir ſharpeneſle fret them, cauſing erulceration and gree, 
nous paine. The flire alſo map come of ſome extreame colde, heat 
oz moiſtneſſe,o2 by meane of teceiuing ſome violent purgation, 
haning therein ouermuch Scamonie, oz ſuch like violent ſimple, 
oꝛ thzough weakeneſſe of the liuer, oꝛ other members ſerning to 
digeſfion. Now as touching the falling ont of the fundament,the 
Phyſictans ſaie, chat it commeth thꝛough the reſolution oz weak 
nelle cf the muſcles,ſerning to dzaw vp the fundament, which 
reſolution may come partlie by ouermuch ſtraining, and partlie 
they map be loſened by duermuch moiſture, foꝛ ubich cauſe, chil⸗ 
dꝛen being full ol moiffare are moze ſubied to this diſeaſe than 
men. And koꝛ the ſelfeſame cauſe 4 chinke that hozſes hauing ve- 
rie moiſt bodies be ſubiect thereunto, Thus hauing ſhewed pon 
the cauſes of the diſeaſes befoze recited, J will ſhewpou the cure 
pzeſcrtbed by the old waiters. Abſirtus would haue the fundament 
on the ontſide to be cut round about, but ſo as the inwarde ring 
thereof be not touched, foz that _ — and would _

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the hoꝛſe. fo ſo much as his fandament would neuer abide with- 
in his bodp, and that don, he would haue pou to giue him to dzink 
the powder of vnripe Pomgranat ſheis, called in Latin Malico- 
rium, togither with wine and water, ubich indeed becauſe it is a- 
ſtringent is not to bee milliked: but as fo2 cutting of the funda, 
ment, J aſſure pou J cannot iudge vnhat he ſhould meane there: 
by, vnleſle it be to widen the fandament,by giuing it long littes 
oz cuttes on the ontſide,but well J know that it may cauſe moꝛe 
paine, and greater inflammation, And therefoze me thinkes it 
were better in thiscaſe tofollowe the Phiſicians pzecepts,uhich 
isfirſt toconſider whether the fundament being fallen out be in- 


flamed oz not, foz if it be notinflamed, then it ſhali be god to an⸗ 


noint it firſt withoile of Roſes ſomihat warmed, oz elſe to waſh 
it wich warme red wine. But if it be inflamed, then to bathe it 


well, firſt with a ſpunge dipt in the decoction of Pallowes, Ca- 


momill, Lmeſœde and Fenegreek, and alſo to annointe it well 
with oile of Camomill and Dill mingled togither, to a wage 
the ſwelling, and then to thzuſt it in again faire and ſoftlie, with a 
foft linnen cloth, That done, it ſhall be god to bathe all the place 
about with red wine vherin hath beene ſodden Acatium, Galles, 
Acoꝛne cups, parings of Nuinces, and ſuch like ſimples as bee 
aſtringent, and then to thzow an ſome aſtr ingent powder made 
of bole Armonie, Frankencenſe, Sanguis Draconis, Ppzrh,Aca-

Cynamon, one ounce. Let all theſe chinges be beaten into fine 
ponder and then mingled wich chalke and ſtrong vineger wꝛoght

N Urgations is defined by the pbyſicians, to be the emp 
8 i tieng o2 voiding of ſuperfluous humos, annoteng the 
Fo RY bodie with their euill qualitie. Foz ſuch bumo2s bz&b 
eu luce and nutriment, called of the phyſictans Ca- 
coc himia, uhich then it will not be cozreced oꝛ holpen with good 
diet, alteration, noꝛ by the benefit of nature andkindlte heat, then 
it muſt needs be taken awaie by pargation,vomit oz gliſter. But 
foꝛſomuch as hozſes are not wont to be purged by vomit, as men 
be, J will ſpeake here onlie of gliſters and purgations. And firſt 
becauſe a hoꝛſe is grieued with manie diſeaſes in his guts, e chat 
nothing can purge the guts ſo well as a gliſter, and ſpeciallie the 
thick guts, A with chat our Ferrers would learne to knowe the 
diuerſitie of gliſters to uhat end ther v ſerue, and with vhat dꝛugs 
oʒ ſimples they ſhuld be made, foz as the diſeaſe requireth, ſo muſt 
the gliſter be made, lome to eaſe griefs and to allap the ſharpenes 
of humoꝛs, ſome to binde, ſome to loſen. ſome to purge euill hu- 
to clenſe vlcers:but our Ferrers doe vſe gliſters, on- 
lie to loſen the bellie and foz no other purpoſe:yea few oꝛ none do 
that vnleſſe it be Martin, and ſuch as he hach taught, uho is not ig⸗ 
noꝛant that a gliſter is tbe beginning of purgation. Foz agliſter, 
byclenſing the guts, refreſheth the vitall parts and p:epareth the 
wap befq2e. And therefoze fbenſoener a hoꝛſe isſurfeted and full 
of enill needing to be purged and ſpectally being pained 
in the guttes, J would wiſh pon to begin firſt with a gliſter, leaſt 
by purging bim by medicine vppon the ſudden, vou ſtirre vppe a 
multitude of eaill humc2s, dhich finding no paſſage downeward 
bicauſe the guttes be ſtapt with winde and dzegges, do flrike vp⸗ 
wards, and ſoperhappes put the hoꝛſe in great danger. But now 
pou ſhall vnderſtand that gliſters be made of foure things, that 
ot to ſap, ot decoctions, of d2ngges,of oiles, a ſuch like — 

matters, 
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matters, as butter oꝛ ſoft greaſe, am fourchlie of diuers kinds of 


ſalt to pꝛouoke the vertne expulſine.A decoction is as much to ſap 
as the bꝛoch of certaine hearbes oꝛ ſimples boiled togicher in wa- 
ter vntill the third part be conſumed. And ſometime in ſtead of 
ſuch decoction,tt ſhall beneedfull perhaps to vie ſome fat both, as 
the b;oth of Befe, oꝛ of a ſheepes bead,oz milke,o2 vhate, oz ſoine 


bother ſuch line liquoꝛ, and that perhaps mingled with honte and 


ſugar, accoꝛding as the diſeaſe ſhall require, the gliſter to be ep⸗ 
ther lenitiue,that is to ſaie, eaſing paine: 02 glatinatiue,that is, 
foining togtither : 02 elſe abſterſiue, at is to ſate, cleanſing oz 
wiping away filthy matter, of ahich decoction oz bzoath beeing 
ſtrained, vou ſhall need to take e pintes oz a quart at the leaſt. 
And then into that you map put ſuch dzugges as ſhall be nedful, 
to the weight of thz& 02 foure ounces, acco2ding as the ſimples 
ſhall be moze 02 leſſe violent. Df oils at the leaſt halte a pint, and 
of ſalt two oꝛ th:& dzams, and then to bee miniſtred lukewarme 
with a hozne 32 pipe made of purpoſe, ien the hoꝛſe is not alto- 
gicher full panched but rather emptie, be it in the fozenone o2 af, 
ter none. And as touching the time of keping gliſters in the bo- 
die, you ſhall vnder ſtand, that to gliſters abſterſiue half an houre 
oz leſſe may ſuffice : to gliſters lenitiue a longer time if it map 
_ to gliſters glutinatiue, the longeſt time of all is moſt need

FM Urgations fo; men may be made in diners ſo:ts and 
mes, but hoꝛſes are wont to be purged onely with 
Apilles, oz elie with purging ponders put into ale, wine 
2 02 ſome other liquoz. But the ſimples uherof ſuch pils 
oꝛ powders be made, would be choſen with iudgement and apt lie 
applied, ſo as you may purge away the hurtefull humours, and 
not the god. Learne firſt therefoze to knowe with that humour 
oz humours the hoꝛſe is grieued, bee it Choler, Flegme, o2 Pe- 


lancholte, and in what part of the bodie ſuche humours doe a- 


bound: then that ſimples are beſt to purge ſuche humonrs, and 
with that pꝛopertie, qualitie, and temperament they be indued.

titie of the ſimples is not alittle to bee conſidered, neither is the 
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N Coloquintiva, Some againe are gentle, and rather me ate 
than medicines, as Sanna, Caſſia, Whaie, Pꝛunes, and ſuche 
like. And ſome againe be neither to violent noz to gentle, but in 
a meane, as Rhewbarbe, Agaricke, ene, Aloes. We old men 
did vſe muche to purge Hoꝛſes with the pulpe of Coloquintida, 
ſometime with the rotes of wilde cucumber, and ſome time with 
the bzoth of a ſodden ichelpe, mingled with Nitrum, and diuer ſe 
other thinges,whereof J am ſure J haue made mention befoze,in 
the curing of Yozſes diſeaſes . Notwithſtanding 4 woulde not 
wiſh pou to be raſh in purging a hoꝛſe after the olde mens exams 
ple. Foz as their ſimples manpe times bee very violent, ſo the 
quantities thereof by them pꝛeſcribed, are ver ie muche, and dan⸗ 
gerous fo any ho2ſe to take in cheſe dates, in the vbich neither 
man naꝛ beaſt, as it ſemcth, is of ſuch fo2ce o2 trength as the 
haue bin in times paſt. And therfoze,vhenſoeuer pou wold purge 
ahozſe of any value, J woulde counſen you to purge him with 
ſuch like kinds of purgations as Martin vſeth, whereof pou haue 
had examples befoze in dfuers places. And vhenſoeuer pau liſt 
foz knowledge ſake todeale with other fimples, to pzoue them 
ſirſt vpon ſuch Jades as may be well ſpared. Foz vho fo mindeth 
to purge a hozſe well, chat is, to do him god and no hurt, had need 
toconſider many things: as the nature of the hozſes diſeaſe, and 
the hoꝛſes ſfrength ;alſo the nature, ſtrength, and quantitie of the 
medicine that hee miniſtrech: the Region, oz Country, the time 
of the diſeaſe,the time of the yeere and dap. Fo2 as the diſeaſes x 
euill humozs canſing ſuch diſeaſes be diuers, ſo doe they require 
to bee purged with diners medicines, dinerſite compounded, 
vherein conſifteth a point ol Art to be learned at the Phyſicians 
handes, and not at mine. Againe, weake, delicate, and tender 
hoꝛſes, map not be purged in ſuch ſozt as thoſe that be of a ſtrong 
ſturdie nature. And therefoze in ſuch caſes, the qualitie and quan⸗ 


hotneſle oꝛ coldnele of the region to be neglected,no2 the time of 
the diſeaſe, Fo: ſome require tobe purged in the very beginning 
ſome, not vntil the matter be thzoughly digeſted: and though ths 
diſeaſe pzoc&de perhaps ofcold, and colde humoꝛs, pet a manne 
maynot miniſter ſuc hot things in fummer;as þe would vo i 
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Winter, no2 in the contrary caſe, ſuch cold ſhinges in winter as 
be would do in ſummer. And therefoze the time and ſeaſon ofthe 
peare is alſo to be obſerued : pea and the day and time of the day. 
Foz the moze temperate the day is, che better, not in an extreme 
hot dap,foz making the hoꝛſe tofaint,noz yet ut en the wind blo, 
weth cold in the Nozth,foz that will ſtop and hinder the wozking 
of the medicine, but rather in a temperate moiſte dap, uhen the 
wind is in the ſouth if it may be,fo2 that will furtht r and help the 
working of the medicine, and make the body loſe and ſoluble, A⸗ 
gaine,fo; a hozſe,vhether you purge him with piles oꝛ dzintze, it 
is beſt fo; him/as Martinſaith) to take them in the mozning, at. 
ter that he hath faſted from meat and dzink all the night befoze, 
And haning receiued his medicine, let him be walked vp «down, 
one houre at the leaſt, and then ſet vp, and ſuffered to ſtand on the 
bit two o2 thzee houres without any meate, but in the mean time 
ſce that he be well littered, and warme conered : and at the thee 
houres end,offer him alittle of a warme maſh made with ubeat 
meate, oꝛ with bzan, oz elſe with ground mault.

ratelie vſed, is a noble remedie to top coꝛruption of members,to 
rectifie the complerion of the ſame, and alſa to ſt anch bloud. ow 
beit nuſt beware (ſaith bee) that pou touch not the ſinewes, 
02 ligaments,leaſt the member be weakened,o: that the 
crampe inſueth. Vegetius alſo wziting of hozſeleachcraft pzaiſeth 
the actuall cauterie very much, ſpeaking in this ſozt. The actu- 
all Cauterie, ſaith he,bindeth togither partes loſened, it doth at- 


tennate partes blowne and puſted vppe,it dzieth vp ſuperfluous 


moiſture, it loſeneth, diſperſeth and diuideth euill matter gathe- 
red togither into knots, it aſwagethold griefes,it rediſiech thoſe 
partes of the bodie that are coꝛrupted by any maner of wap, re⸗ 
ducing them to their pziſtine eſfate, and ſuffereth no ſuperfluity 
togrow 02 increaſe,foz the ſkin being opened with a hot iron, all 
kind of cozruption by vertue of the fire is firſt digeſted and ripe⸗ 
ned, e then diſſolued, as te matter doth iNue out at the holes, 
vhereby the member oꝛ part befoze offended is nome healed, and 
eaſed of all paine and grefe; pea the holes being oncecloſed and 
cleane ſhut vp, that place is ſtronger and better knitte togither, 
andcouered with a tougherſkin than euer it was befoze, Nowe 


as touching the inſtruments vtherof,x of that faſhion they ſhuld 


be made, pou ſhall vnderſtande, that Vegetius and the other olde 
w:iters would haue them to be made of copper, pꝛaiſing that met 
oo to be farre better to burne with, than iron, The Chirnurgians 

pany pꝛaiſe golde and ſiluer, but as fo the faſhion 
405 8, it is to be referred to the kind of ſoꝛe and place grie- 
ued, uberewich you haus to deale , acco2ding ts che dinerſitie 
thereof, the inſtruments are to be made of dfuers s, ag 
e ſearing trons with ſharpe edges, and ſome with bluns 
and b:oad edges, ſome like right, and ſome like croked bodkins, 
ſome like hokes oz ũckles, and ſome with a great button, and 
ſome with aſmall button at the one ende, in making thereof the 
Ferrers indgement is moſt nerdfull, uho onght to be ſo ſkilful as 
be map be able to make all maner of ironsthat beeſhouldoccu-

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pie, and to alter them acco2ding as ned ſhall require. And chere 
fo:e I thought god onelie here to ſet fozth the ſhape of the com 
mon dꝛawing iron, and of the button iron, like in fozme to thoſs 
that Martin vſeth, referring all the reſt to pour owne iudgment, + 
ſpeciallte, ſithpou haue bin fullie inſtructed befoze , ofubat ſozt 
they ſhould be made met to ſerue pour turn in any diſeaſe:now, 
as touching the vſe of þ inſtruments, two chings are ſpectally to 
be conſidered, that is, the heating of the iron, and the bearing of 
che hand. Foz the backe of the iron may not be red hot, but onelie 
the edge,foz feare of yelding to much heat. And therfoze though 
it be made red hote at the firſt, pet it ſhall be god befoze pon oc- 
cupie it, to cole the backe of the inſtrument in water, x as tou- 
ching the bearing of the hande the moze enenly and lightlie it is 
done the better, and that accoꝛding as che finenes and thinneſſe 
of the ſkin ſhall require,vbic is to be iudged by the haire. Foz if 
the haire be ſhoꝛt and fine;then it is a ſigneof a fineſkin, if long 
and rough, then it betokeneth a thicke ſkin. The fine ſkin requi⸗ 
reth the lighter hand t not to be burned ſo deep as the thickſkin, 
pet boch muſt be barned vntill they loke yellowe. But the fine 
ſkinne will loke pello we with leſſer burning then the thick ſkin, 
Foz the thicke ſkinne with his long haire doth choke the fire, and 
therefo2ze requirefh a moze heauie hand: pea,and moze often hea 
ting ol che inftrument than the thinne ſkin doeth, and bee ſure to 
dꝛawe alwaies with the haire and not againſt the haire, in that 
fozme,+ with what maner of lines hath berne tanghtpoubefo;e: 
fo thoſe muſt be made either long, ſhoꝛte, deepe, ſhallow, right 
crooked,o2 ouerchwart, accoꝛding as the diſeaſe doth require:you 
haue learned alſo howe to allate the heate of the fire, after ſuche 
dꝛawing. And therefoze J haue no moze to ſap here, but onelie 
to admonich pou accoꝛding to Vegetius pzecepts, not to fire any

rotica ; that is to ſaie Cruſtiue: hich be hot in the fourth degree 
and doe bꝛerd a cruſt and ſcarre, and cauſe great paine, as bnllect 
lime, and the burned dꝛegges of wine: vherefoze it ſemeth that 


putrifactine medicines. Notwithſtanding, 4 muſk needes ſaie 
that our Chirurgions xalſo Ferrers, do find boch Arſenicke and

che Calkin, ſa as it may make the hozſe to halt: pea, and 
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other faſhions,vhich though they be not ſonedfall, yet J chougbt 
god toſpeake ſomeichat of chem, and alſo to ſet foth ſome of thetr 
ſhapes, Andfirft, as touching ſhaes with Calkins, Ceſar Fiaſ- 
chi ſaith, that though ſuch Calkins bee made to keepe the hoſe 
from ſliding. yet they doe the hozſe moze harme than god, in that 
the hoꝛſe by means thereof cannot tread euenly vpon tho ground, 
udereby hee manie times wzincheth bis late, oꝛ ſtraineth ſome 
ſinew, and ſpeciallie vhen he trauaileth in ſtonie places, and on 
the mountaines,vhereas the hardneſſe of the tones perhaps not 


ſuffering the Calkins to catch ſure hold, che fte llippech with the 


moze violent ſtreſſe, and ſo taketh harme, and ſpectallte the heile, 
if it be weake. And therefoze to trauell on the mountaines, be 
p:aiſeth much the Turkie maner of ſhwing, vbich foz that pur- 
poſe make their hoꝛſes ſhoes with the heeles turned vpward, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt as pon ſe the planch made, ſetting them on with nailes 
baning heades wich little buttons, but not ſtanding ſo high abone 


treadeth euenlie and ſurelie: ſo ſhall he not doe hauing Calkins, / 
vbþich beſides the diſcommodities befo:e alledged, be verie dange ⸗ 
rous at ante time that yon woulde manege pour hozſc. Foz by 
croſſing in his turning, one fote perhaps may hurt another with 


perhaps 
lame him foz euer. And beſidcs that, the Calkins being high be- 
hind, the houe cannot bee pared ſo much befoze at the toe, as it 
onght to be,vbereby the hoꝛſe treadethlower on his heles, then he 
ſhould doe, being well pared and ſhodde without Calkins, and ſo 
becommeth weake heled. Notwithſtanding, ſome neuer thinke 
their hozſes to be well ſhodde, vnleſle all the ſhoes bee made with 
Calkins, either ſingle oꝛ double: pet of two euils double is the 
leſſe. Fo2 the hoꝛſe ſhall tread euener with double, than with 
ſingle Calkins. But then ſuch Calkins would not bee ouer long, 
oꝛ ſharpe pointed, but rather ſhozt nd flat, as hath bene befoze 
taught, and is expꝛeſſed in the figure of hinder ſhoes hereafter 
following. which, as J ſaid befoze, Ceſar Fiaſchi calleth Ramponi 
alla Ragoneſa. Thus much of ſhoes with Calkins,
